Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—The Bering 
Bea meeting, in which representatives of 
Great Britain, Canada, and the United 
States have participated, came to a close to- 
night. The seal experts make a unanimous 
report concerning the condition of the seal 
herds, and the diplomatic representatives 
of the various governments reached an un- 
derstanding by which they hope at a lester 
day to effect a final adjustment not only of 
the Bering 'Sea question, but of other pend- 

border controversies. 

or the present, however, no final action 
was taken as to the suspension of pelagic 
sealing. The Canadians urged that otner 
questions be embraced in any plan of settle- 
ment, and suggested an international com- 
mission to accomplish this end. This prop- 
ésition was fully discussed and an agree- 
ment reached that the Canadian officials 
would put their views in writing after re- 
turning to Ottawa and submit them to the 
authorities here. 

The unanimous agreement of the experts 
brings the governments together for the 
first time on all the facts relating to the 


Tenor of. the Report. 

The report, as unanimously agreed to, con- 
tains sixteen propositions, which are briefly 
epitomized as follows:

Discuss the Broader Question. 

Following the agreement of the experts 
the diplomatic officials assembled at Gen- 
eral Foster’s house to discuss the larger 
question of putting an end to pelagic seal- 
ing and of settling other border controver- 
sies. Owing to the continued illness of Sir 
Julian: Pauncefote, who is confined to his 
room, the British government was repre- 
sented by the First Secretary of the British 
‘Embassy, Mr. Adam. 
 §Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Louis Davies 
were present in behalf of Canada. General 
Foster's power has been materially enlarged 
gince the coming of the Canadian officials, 
for, as a result of the long and friendly talk 
between Sir Wilfrid and Secretary Sherman, 
the latter had written to the Canadian Pre- 
mier stating that the President had empow- 
ered General Foster to treat on the various 
border questions which Sir Wilfrid had called 
to the attention of Mr. Sherman, and, with 
the co#peration of the British government, 
to conclude treaties covering these subjects. 
This gave the meeting a broad significance. 
It began at 4 p. m. and lasted until 7 o’clock. 
During these three hours the entire range of 
border affairs was discussed. Primarily the 
purpose of the meeting was to secure an 
agreement as to Bering Sea. The Cana- 
dians made it clear, however, that they 
wished any plan of settlement to take a 
broader scope than the one subject of Bering 
Sea, and to embrace the many sources of 
friction along the border. . 

In this connection the plan of an tnterna- 
tional commission was discussed at great 
Jength. The Canadians felt that the 
commission afforded the best means 
of reconciling all differences and of opening 
the way to reciprocity. The discussion was

TAMMANY MAY TAKE HIM UP IN OR- 
DER TO DEFWAT BRYAN. 


Mr. Croker Refuses to Take Brooklyn 
Democrats into the Wigwam—Re- 
turn of W.C. Whitney from Europe 
~Plians for a Memorial to Henry 
George—Dr. Depew Declines an Hon- 
or—Frits Meyer Guilty—Other News 
from Greater New York. 


New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—The prob- 
ability of Tammany bringing out Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker of the Court of Appeals as a 
Presidential candidate against Bryan is be- 
ing discussed. The Evening Sun sees there- 
in reason to believe that Tammany regards 
silver as a live issue. The Evening Sun 
says: 

“Is Justice Alton B. Parker, who was 
lately elected chicf Judge of the Court of 
Appeals; Tammzeny’s candidate for Presi- 
dent? Bryan, we may be sure, is not, for 
his silence during the Mayoralty campaign 
was bitterly resented by the organization. 
A politician who is described as a friend of 
Mr. Croker is reported by the Washington 
Star as saying: ‘I think that the New York 
delegation to the next Democratic national 
convention will go as a unit to present the 
name of Judge Parker.’ 

“ Bryan might as well take notice that if 
Tammany cannot find a candidate in Chief 
Judge Parker it stands ready to take up any 
aspirant who bids fair to check the presenta- 
tion of Bryan. 

“ Certainly William’ J. Bryan could not 
demur to Parker’s nomination on the score 
of his Democracy, for it, is as ‘ regular’ as 
his own. Justice Parker worked and voted 
for Bryan, and, what is even more to the 
point, he contributed handsomely to the 
Democratic campaign fund. Bryan's only 
contribution, we believe, was a building lot, 
given to him by an admirer, which turned 
out to be almost worthless. Lest there might 
be a lingéring doubt concerning his loyalty 
to free silver Justice Parker, soon after his 
nomination for Chief Judge, wrote a letter 
intended for the ‘ friends of Bryan ’ in which 
he reasserted that he had voted for that 
champion of light value dollars. 

“The significance of the proposal from a 
Tammany source, as reported by the Wash- 
ington Star, to nominate Chief Judge Par- 
ker for President is that the organization 
regards his election as in the nature of a 
free silver triumph, for nothing is plainer 
than that the issue of 1896 is still the fore- 
most tenet of the Democratic party, and no 
man can be a rival of Bryan unless he is 
willing to stand for that issue.’’

Must Send Troops. 

Kong is a rich and fertile dependency of 
the French ivory coast. If the report pub- 
lished by “the Paris Journal is confirmed 
the French. government will have no aler- 
native to such a punitive expedition as the 
French press has been urging it to under- 
take. 

Samory, who is otherwise known as Sama- 
du, and who was formerly known as the 
‘*‘ West African Mahdi,” is a Tippoo Tib on 
a large scale—a wholesale slave hunter. He 
first came into contact with the French in 
1882, but in the two. years’ war which fol- 
lowed he was repeatedly defeated, 


Devastates a Province. 

In the latter part cf 1884 he carried his 
slave raids far to the south into Sulimania, 
capturing and destroying Falada, the capital 
of Sulimania, and the great emporium for 
the trans-Niger trade. A vast tract of coun- 
try was devastated; thousands of natives 
were slain; thousands more were sold into 
slavery; and the country was so depopulated 
that trade came toa standstill and the col- 
ony of Sierra Leone was reduced to the 
verge of bankruptcy. 

These conquests brought Samory a fresh 


| accession of strength, and-in 1885 he again 


commenced operations against the French 
provinces on the north. Two severe defeats, 
however, brought him to terms, and in Feb- 
ruary, 1887, he signed a treaty of peace with 
the French, in which he recognized that the 
River Niger was the boundary between his 
territory and that of the French.

Radical Change Takes Place in the 
Ownership of the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Tribune. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 14+A change took 
place today in the holding of the stock of 
the Commercial-Tribune, which at the April 
meeting of the stockholders, if not sooner, 
will put the control of that paper in the 
hands of the late owners of the Tribune. 

This change was brought about today by 
James M. Glenn, President of the old Trib- 
une company at the time of the consolida- 
tion of the Tribune with the Commercial 
Gazette, purchasing $240,000 of the stock of 
an Eastern trust company. This purchase, 
with the previous holdings of the Tribune 
syndicate, gives them a majority of the 
stock and puts. the control of the Commer- 
cial-Tribune back into their hands. They 
are James M. Glenn, Thomas T. Gaff, Ste- 
phen H. Wilder, Judge_H. P. Goebel, and 
Albert Bettinger. These gentlemen now 
hold over 60 per cent of the stock of $1,000,-

When he staggered to 
his feet again he was bleeding profusely 
from a wound under his left eye and a gash 
in the forehead, which were inflicted by the 
brass knuckles. Ross offered no further 
resistance to the robbers and they led hiin to 
a fence, where they forced him to stand 
erect while they went through his pockets. 
In one of the coat pockets they found a purse 
containing $13. After taking this the pair 
asked Ross where-he lived. He told them 
where he was stopping in Chicago and thon 
they ordered ‘him: to cut through a vacant 
lot nearby and go straight to his home. 

“If you look back or call for help I'll 
shoot you,” said the white robber as Ross 
started through the lot. When he had gone 
a short distance he paused and looked 
around. The robber stood on the spot where 
the hcidup had occurred with his revolver 
pointed at his victim. Without pausing 
again Ross hastened to his home, where his 
wounds were bandaged, and then he re- 
ported the robbery to the Fiftieth street 
police.

PLOTS IN FRANCE'S ARMY. 


COUNT ESTERHAZY MIXED UP WITH 
CAPTAIN DREYFUS, 


After His Resignation Is Called For He 
Demands an Investigation of Ali 
Charges—Relatives of Dreyfus Suc- 
ceed in Getting the Case Reopened— 
Prompt Action of the Minister of 
War — Sensational Developmenis 
Are Promised. 


Paris, Nov. 16.—Comte Esterhazy, who, 
it is said, answers the description “of a 
rich and titled officer, well known in Paris 
society,’"” who had been requested to re- 
sign his commission in the army in conse- 
Muence of the continued leaking of military 
Secrets since Captain Dreyfus was deported, 
has written a letter to General Billot, the 
Minister for War, with regard to the al- 
leged “‘ infamous accusation.””’ He demands 
an investigation, and says that he is ready 
to reply to all the charges that may be 
brought against him. 


War Department Acts. 


The Minister for War, General Billot, re- . 


plying to questions in the Chamber of 
Deputies today said that the government 
had not considered it expedient to reopen 
the Drefus matter, but, since the Dreyfus 
family had brought charges against an 
officer, the War department intended to de- 
mand of them that they justify their 
charges. Continuing, the Minister for War 
remarked: “As guardian of the honor of 
the army, I shall not fail.to do my duty.” 
Count Esterhazy, in an interview, de- 
clares he is the victim of a plot. He adds 
that a month ago he received an anonymous 
letter warning him that a former high of- 
ficial of the War Office was formulating 
charges against him. The Count imme- 
diately informed the Minister for War of 
the circumstances, urging him to investi- 
gate the matter. A week ago a lady handed 
him documents, extracted from the Dreyfus’ 
papers, of an exceedingly grave tenor, and, 
according to the Count, compromising Drey- 
fus to such an extent that when published 
they will create an enormous sensation. 


Has the Documents. 

Continuing, Count Esterhazy asserted that 
he had handed these documents to General 
Saussier, the Military Governor of Paris, 
but he first took the precaution to photo- 
graph them so as to have the means of de- 
fending himself. 

The full name of the Count is Ferdinand 
‘Walsin Esterhazy. He wag formerly a 
Major in the French infantry. Early this 
year he was placed on half pay on the 
ground of temporary infirmities. He is con- 


nected with the celebrated Hungarian fam-_ 


ily of Esterhazy, but when entering the 
army in 1870 entered as a Frenchman.

Be Done Is to Retire the Green- 
backs, Then Enlarge Notage of 
Banks—Secretary of the Treasury 
Sheuld Have Power to Maintatn 


with the Silver. 


James H. Eckels, Controller of the Cur- 
rency, who has been in Chicago for two days 
conferring with the officials of the Com- 
mercial National Bank, of which he has been 
chosen President, will return to Washington 
tonight. The directors of the bank gave him 
an informal reéeption last evening. 

Speaking of the work of the monetary con- 
ference at Washington, and what it has ac- 
complished, Mr. Eckels said last evening: 

“I have not followed the details of the de- 
liberations of the commission very closely, 
but I am familiar with the general idea that 
has resulted from its labors. Out of all this 
the conviction has come that the first thing 
to be done towards getting our currency in 
order is to retire the greenbacks. Then, to 
prevent a contraction in the currency, there 
is the necessity for an enlargement of notage 
on the part of banks. 


Note Issue of Banks. 


“In carrying out the latter suggestion 
the position which the commission takes, It 
seems to me, is that banks should be al- 
lowed to issue up to the par value of their 
bonds insstead of 90 per cent, and to issue 
against their commercial assets, as the Ca- 
nadian banks do. As a general principlea 
bank note is much safer than a government 
note, and therefore it would seem all paper 
should be issued by the banks. 

“There are many reasons why the banks 
are better able to regulate the currency 
than is the government. They certainly 
are able to judge better when there should 
be an increase in the circulation and when a 
contraction. They reach into every part 
of the country, and, being upon the scene of 
the difficulty, whatever it may be, they can 
readily regulate their issue according to the 
demands of business. | 

‘The banks provided all the gold neces- 
sary for government redemption of credit 
currency from 1879 to 1890, when the load 
of credit currency upon the government be- 
came so heavy that they could not stand 
behind it longer. They will prove adequate 
to do the same thing again if the govern- 
ment will either retire its credit currency 
or provide a sufficient gold reserve to pro- 
tect its outStanding issues. 


As to Gold Reserve. 


“The Secretary of the Treasury should 
be given more power to protect the out- 
standing issues of the government. This 


tain a larger gold reserve. 

“It seems, too, that the commission has 
recognized that the most difficult question 
we have to deal with is what to do with 
the silver. Some of them take the view that 
we can carry as much as we have, and others 
hold that to maintain the effect of the law 
and sustain the parity of the metals the 
government should stand in a position to 
redeem all silver dollars in gold if de- 
manded. 

** Uniess the government does stand thus 
ready to redeem silver with gold it doesn’t 
maintain the parity of the metals. This 
seems to me to be the only logical position. 
The silver dollar is only a credit dollar. It 
differs from the paper dollar only in degree, 
not in principle.’’ 


INDIA’S DECISION ON SILVER. 


Officials Afraid of the Bimetallism Ex- 
periment Without Strong Assur- 
ances from Other Nations. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—The official 
report of the carrespondence in regard to 
the bimetallic proposals of the United States 
Monetary. commission to the government 
of Great Britain, together with the report 
of the proceedings at the conference of the 
British Premier, the Secretary of State for 
India, the First Lord ef the Treasury, and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, with the 
French Ambassador and our commission- 
ers, has reached this country. It fully con- 
firms the reports cabled to the Associated 
Press on Oct. 21 and 22. 

The negotiations fell through, notwith- 
see ty the expressed willingness of the 

rench government to open its mints, ow- 
ing to the rejection by the British govern- 
ment of the proposition to again open the 
Indian mints to the free coinage of silver. 
None of the other propositions were replied 
to, because that one, the most important, 
concession requested of Great Britain could 
not be acceded to. 

The government of Great Britain, in mak- 
ing her answer, deferred to the wishes of the 
government of India, to which the proposal 
was referred, and the reply of the govern- 
ment of India, therefore, is the most im- 
portant communication in the correspond- 
ence. It is a lengthy document, in which 
the advantages pro and con to India are 
argued, and a very strong case from their 
standpoint is made out in favor of the re- 
jection of the proposal. The disturbance 
of values in India, with the attendant paral- 
ysis of trade at deast temporarily, and the 
fall of silver prices in India, concurrently 
with the increase of gold prices in Europe 
and America, etec., are advanced, but the 
most potent reason urged against the prop- 
osition is that the burden of failure, if fail- 
ure should come from the experiment for 
the re@stablishment of bimetallism by 
France and the United States, must inev- 
itably fall on India. Both the United States 
and France, the reply argues, with their 
supply of gold, sould to a greater or less 
extent protect themselves if the experiment 
did not succeed. In other words, the Indian 
government, as a preliminary proposition, 
declared that it could not risk the success 
of the suggested measure. This definite and 
absolute rejection of the proposal was fully 
set forth in the cable reports of the corre- 
spondence, but the document contains a res- 
ervation which would seem to indicate that 
if the scope of the proposed experiment 

were sufficiently broadened India might 
be willing at least to reconsider her refusal. 
That paragraph in Lord Elgin’s letter is as 
follows: 

“We note that the proposals of the gov- 
ernments of France and the United States 
are subject to the proviso that they are 
satisfied that they will receive assistance 
from other powers in increasing the de- 
mands of silver. We believe that a limited 
increase of the quantity of silver used as 
currency will exercise a very trifling infiu- 
ence, if any, in raising the gold price of 
silver, and that the only as#istance from 
other powers which can be of any real value 
would be the addition of other countries to 
the bimetallic union of France and the 
United States. If, however, assurances of 
really substantial codperation should be se- 
cured from other countries we shall be glad 
to learn the exact nattire of the assurances, 
and we shall then consider whether the 
promised coiperation changes the condi- 
tions of the problem or adds materially to 
the chances of success.”’

TRIBESMEN CONTINUE FIGHTING. 


London, Nov. 16.—Earl Cadogan, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, was today elected 
President of the National Ynion of Con- 
servative Associations in succession to the 
Earl of Derby. There was a large attend- 
ance of delegates from the different asso- 
cilations of Conservatives at the convention, 
which was held in St. James’ Hallin this 
city. ’ 

The meeting unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution in favor of the establishment of a 
royal residence in Ireland and its occasional 
occupation by the Queen or a member of the 
royal family, ‘‘as this would tend to in- 
crease the sentiments of loyalty to the crown 
and attachment to constitutional govern- 
ment.’’ 

A resolution was also passed demanding 
countervailing duties equal to the sugar 
bounties paid by foreign countries. . 

A delegate announced that he had received 
a letter from a celebrity in the West Indies 
in which it was predicted that before long 
the West Indies would seek annexation to 
the United States. A resolution favoring 
a bounty to assist home wheat growers was 
defeated. 


Popularity of Salisbury. 


A great mass-meeting was held tonight in 
Albert Hall, under the Presidency of Earl 
Cadogan, at which the principal speaker was 
the Premier, the Marquis of Salisbury. No 
fewer than 8,000 persons were present, and 
the entire asserhbly rose at the entrance of 
Lord Salisbury, cheered him to the echo, 
and sang, “‘ For he’s a jolly good fellow.”’ 

Lord Salisbury, who seemed in the best of 
health and spirits and who spoke with great 
animation, said that the situation was‘ not 
destitute of elements of apprehension either 
at home or abroad.”’ 

Referring to the disturbances on the North- 
west frontier of India, he paid a glowing 
tribute to Lord Elgin, the Viceroy, who, he 
said, has “* acted so worthily in the great 
crisis wherein he has been placed as to be 
completely absolved of all charges of bad 
faith.”’ 

Speaking of foreign affairs, Lord Salisbury 
denied that the government had yielded to 
France in the matter of Siam, Tunis, or 
Madagascar. Turning to home affairs, he 
said the government of London was a ques- 
tion which must be solved and could only be 
solved by giving to other and smaller mu- 
nicipal bodies a large part of the duties now 
performed by the London County Council, 
He promised that the government would 
introduce legislation on the subject at the 
next session of Parliament. ‘‘ The present 
system,”’ said his Lordship, ‘‘ is due to the 
modern passion for bigness of things, and is 
too unwieldy.”’ 


Decries Greater New York. 


He asked his hearers to look af what been 
done across the ocean. 

“Do you want to be governed like New 
York? Yet the result there. which was 
watched with so much interest, and which 
s0 many people deplore, was adopted after 
an effort-to amend admitted fefects in the 
municipality by enormously increasing its 
area and bringing a much vaster popula- 
tion under its range. The undertaking has 
failed lamentably because it could not. ob- 
tain the assistance and codperation of the 
only class of men by whom municipal in- 
stitutions can be satisfactorily and thor- 
oughly governed.” 

Dealing with the results of the recent 
Parliamentary by-elections, CLord Salis- 
bury attributed the Conservatives and Lib- 
eral-Unionists’ losses to the indifference 
of their ranks, caused by the disorganiza- 
tion of their adversaries, and he urged 
Unionists not to relax vigilance, ‘‘as the 
opposition has all the elements of orgdn- 
ization and only lacks a General.”’ 


TRIBESMEN STILL FIGHTING. 


Persistent Opposition to the British 
Troops in India—Treachery of 
the Natives. 


Siloula, Nov. 16.—Official dispatches which 
reached here today from the British camp 
in the Maidan Valley announce that General 
Kempster’s brigade while coming in yester- 
day evening was attacked by the enemy in 
force. The tribesmen were driven off with 
the assistance of star shells, which fllu- 
minated the scene of encounter sufficiently 
to enable the tribesmen to be seen. 

The British officers found in the residence 
of the Mullah, Said Akbar, letters from the 
Haddah Mullah saying: “ The Turks have 
beaten the Greeks and have seized the ap- 
proaches to India, and as the British rein- 
forcements are cut off now is the time to 
strike a blow for Islam.’’ 

Further advices from the Maidan Valley 
camp say that while foraging in the west- 
ern part of the valley a British force had 
sixty casualties and four staff officers had a 
narrow escape from capture. A body of the 
enemy, concealing its rifles, sauntered up 
in an apparently friendly manner, but the 
officers were suspicious and retreated, 
whereupon the tribesmen opened fire upon 
them. This brought a company of ghurkas 
to the rescue and the officers succeeded in 
atop away. 

e British offictals have accepted t - 
mission of the Maddakhels on the surntahes 
of the property and rifles looted at Maizar 
and on payment for such property as is not 
forthcoming. This tribe also has to pay a 
fine of 10,000 rupees and to surrender twenty 
hostages for their future g00d conduct.

“The German Foreign office is striving 
at present to persuade the Porte to accept 
another batch of German military iInstruct- 
ors, and it is well known that the Germans 
at present in the Sultan’s service have made 
a careful survey not only of the Greco- 
Turkish frontier, but of the Roumanian and 
Russian frontiers as well. 

“ Another point of current German diplo- 
macy in which the United States is interest- 
ed is this: The German Foreign office is 
watching keenly the development of affairs 
in Brazil and Central America, So is lialy. 
The Brazilians have shown themscives 


+ somewhat incensed against the subjects of 


both powers, and Italy and Germany are 
bringing pressure to bear on the Brazilian 
government to redress the grievances of 
their respective subjects. Failing in this, 
they know as a matter of positive fact that 
Italy is prepared to propose a joint exvedi- 
tion te Brazilian waters. , 

‘‘In the naval port of Kiel at the present 
time a cruiser is being fitted out for South 
America and every effort will be made to 
strengthen the naval position of Germany 


there.”’ 


POWELL AS. A PEACEMAKER. 


Adjustment of the Trouble Between 
Hayti and Germany Over 
Emile Lueders. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 8.—[Correspond- 


r ence of the Associated Press. ]—The threat- 


ened rupture between, Germany and Hayti 
has been amicably séttled, thanks to the 
médiation of the United States Minister, 
w. F. Powell; though it is still understood 
that Germany intends to make a naval dem- 
onstration in Haytian waters. 

The German version of the trouble has 
already been published. Following is the 
Haytian side of the dispute: The dispute 
arose out of the imprisonment of Herr 
Emile Lueders, the son of a German who 
married a Haytian woman. Up to a short 
time ago Lueders was a Haytian citizen, 
but, it is added, having been concerned in 
various little affrays, among which are men- 
tioned four duels, he seemingly deemed it 
wise to change his nationality and reg- 
istered his name at the German consulate. 

For an assault upon a cab driver, said to 
have been unprovoked, to which Lueders 
it is said, pleaded guilty, he was sentenced 
to one month’s imprisonment. He appealed 
from this decision to the Correctional Court 
and the sentence was altered, he being 
sentenced to one year’s seclusion and a fine 
of 500 francs. A further appeal was pend- 
ing, when the Gérman Minister interfered 

thout invitation and, it is claimed, forced 
his way into the private apartments of 
Tiresias Simon Sam, the President of the 
Haytian republic, and in a rude and per- 
emptory manner, demanded the release of 
Lueders, with an apology to the German 
government, an indemnity of $1,000 a day 
for the time he had ‘been in’ prison, the im- 
mediate trial of the police who arrested 
him, and the dismissal of the Judges who 
sentenced him. If the prisoner was not re- 
leased within twenty-four hours the in- 
demnity was to be $5,000 per day for every 
day afterward. 

Naturally, the President resented the in- 
sult which had ‘been offered him and firmly 
but politely referred the Minister, Count 
Schwerin, who is chargé d'affaires of the 
German empire at Port au Prince, to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, whose duty it 
was to enter into such matters. The Ger- 
man Minister demanded that Simon Sam 
should comply with his demands and, meet- 
ing with a refusal, cabled to Berlin for in- 
structions. A reply having been received, 
he hauied down his flag and announced that 
three German war vessels were on their 
way to Port au Prince to see that the de- 
mands of»the Consul were granted. 

The Foreign Minister addressed a letter 
to the diplomatic corps, inclosing copies of 
the letters which had passed between Count 
Schwerin and himself, in which he spoke of 
the action of the German Minister as “a 
regrettable incident which has made the 
most deplorable impression.’’ 

Acting entirely upon his own volition, Mr. 
Powell, the United States Minister, ad- 
dressed letters to the Haytian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs requesting that Mr. Lueders 
be released. 

The Haytian Minister then, as an act of 
courtesy to the United States, released Mr 
Lueders, but at the same time officially 
expelled him from, the country. He left at 
once for Berlin, where he laid his case before 
iy Br womrgcn government.

Berlin, Nov. 16.—The United States Consul 
General here, Mr. Goldschmit, has received 
for transmission to the United States a life 
saving medal awarded by Emperor William 
of Germany to Valentine Fernekes of Mii- 
waukee, Wis., for saving a child from drown- 
ing while Fernekes was in this city. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
Valentine Fernekes, who was awarded a 
medal by the German government for sav- 
ing the life of a child, is well known in Ger- 
man social and musical circles of this city. 
He takes his honor modestly. Speaking of 
the matter he said: “‘ The incident happened 
in Berlin. It was May 4 last, and, it beinga 
beautiful day, my wife and I went out walk- 
ing.

World.]—The government will not dissolve 
Parliament nor fix the date for the elections 
and meetings of the new Cortes until Pre- 
mier Sagasta can definitely in December 
form an opinion on the attitude of the Amer- 
ican Chambers toward Spain, and until the 
Presidential message and contemplated 
American note on the question of filibuster- 
ing’ expeditions allow him to see also the 
drift of the McKinley policy. The govern- 
ment and the leaders of the opposition think 
it unadvisable to expose the crown without 
a Parliament if complications arose in rela- 
tions with the United States. 

Should the conduct of Congress ‘and Presi- 
dent McKinley be reassuring Premier Sa- 
gasta will dissolve the Cortes in Detember, 
fix the elections for February, and the meet- 
ing of the new Cortes early in March, with 
the view of getting supplies easier from the 
Houses in which, like all past Spanish gov- 
ernments, he is sure to get double majorities. 
His intention is to make the elections at the 
same time in Spain and in the West Indies, 
even if the state of Cuba in February 
obliges him to adopt exceptional measures 
to carry out the polls. 

Marshal Blanco ‘and Spanish diplomacy 
have again laid much stress on the expedi- 


ency of not postponing the publication of the | 


whole program of reforms and beginning 
carrying them out at the latest before the 
end of November. 

Marshal Blanco found the military situa- 
tion in such a condition that with all the 
vigor he !s displaying in reorganizing his 
forces he does not believe it possible to be- 
gin extensive operations in the eastern 
provinces for some weeks. So far he has 
not applied for reinforcements, but for sup- 
plies and money only. 

I understand the Spanish government will 
provide the State wepartment at Washing- 
ton with the text of the colonial reforms, 
full details of their workings, and all data 
required to give President McKinley an in- 
sight into the new policy before drawing up 
his message. The Spanish Ministers and

SAYS 75 RER CENT. ARE DEAD. 


From a Havana Dispatch It Appears 
That Three Hundred Thousand Cu- 
bans Have Starved to Death. ~ 


New York, Nov. 16.—A special to the World 
from Havana says: 

“It appears now that nearly 75 per cent 
of the 400,000 helpless women, children, and 
non-combatants in Cuba affected by former 
Captain General Weyler’s policy are dead. 
Despite the orders issued by General Blanco 
to feed the starving the daily mortality of 
the remaining reconcentrados is frightful. 

‘*The rabid Spaniards, who belfeve that 
only by extermination of the race can the 
Cuban war be won, openly challenge the 
good faith of General Blanco’s statements 
as to his intention to feed and find work for 
those whom General Weyler has not killed. 

‘* They jubilantly claim that the new Cap- 
tain Genera] is enforcing the barbarous con- 
centration of the country people exactly as 
his predecessor did. The local press no 
longer prints the news from the small 
towns. In one of the last articles upon the 
hunger situation it was called ‘‘ one of the 
most awful spectacles ever presented to hu- 
manity.”’ 


GEN. WOODFORD’S REQUEST. 


He Is Said to Have Asked Spain to Per- 
mit the Export of Cuban 
Tobacco. 


London, Nov. 14.—A dispatch to the Dally 
Mail from Madrid says that General Wood- 
ford, the American Minister, has asked the 
Spanish government to revoke the decree 
of General Weyler prohibiting the export of 
tobacco from Cuba to the United Statee. 
General Woodford represented that this 
prohibition was the solitary cause of dam- 
age to American commerce and interests in 
connection with the war. 

Sefior Moret, Minister of the Colonies, 
promises to study the matter, and he has 
cabled to Captain General Blanco for in- 
formation. The Colonial Minister is in- 
clined to grant the request, as he is desirous 
of improving the relations with the United 
States. 

There is a strong popular feeling against 
the repeal of the decree, it Weing believed 
that the United States has agked for its re- 
vocation in the interests df the tobacco 
manufacturers of Florida, mdst of whom are 
constant supporters of the inaurgents. . 


GERMAN TRADESMEN ALARMED. 


Consul Monaghan Tells of the Demoral- 
ization Caused by the New 
American Tariff. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Consul Mon- 
aghan at Chemnitz, in a report to the State 
department on Germany's exports to the 
United States, says: *“‘ Germany is alarmed. 
Exports to the United States are dropping 
off. Nothing so alarming has appeared in 
twenty years. America was always the best 
customer in many lines of manufactures. 
In the September quarter of 1896 seventeen 
consular districts sent to the United States 
goods amounting to $14,481,414. In the same 
quarter in 1897 the same districts sent 
$7,189,112. The average loss all over the 
empire is nearly 50 per cent. In many cases 
this indicates much more than mere money 
losses to the revenues. It indicates a dim- 
inution in exports from this empire due to 
the Dingley bill. The public is told to put 
little confidence in newspaper reports, even 
if accurate. Each issue urges intelligent 
effort to retain the United States market.’’ 

Consul Monaghan quotes from a paper 
which says that some of the falling off is due’ 
to the flush, of goods to get ahead of the 
Dingley law, but adds that Germany must 
suffer severe losses on account of the tariff 
bill. Some papers suggest raising import 
duties to retaliate, especially in the matter 
of sugar. 

One paper says: “ We can break off now 
because of America’s inconsiderate, almost 
hostile, action and attitude. The most 
favored natien clause has been violated. The 
universal opinion favors retaliation. We usé 
but we do'not need American meats, cotton, 
corn, petroleum. We must fight her inch 
by inch over every line of goods that go out 
into the markets to meet ours. The govern- 
ment must be given full power to put re- 
prisals in operation.” : 3

COMPLIED WITH. 


Report as to the Sultan’s Decision Now 


_ Said to Be Prematuere—Officials Not 
Dismissed and No Agreement to Sa- 
lute the Austrian Flag—Ambassador 
Calice to Withdraw and Mersina to 
Be Bombarded Thursday Unless Re- 
sponse Is Made. 


London, Nov. 17.—It now appears that 
the statement the Turkish government had 
agreed to salute the Austrian flag after dis- 
missing the Vali of Adana and the Mutossari 
of Mersina was premature. The Porte has 
not yet yielded. 

If the Austrian demands are not complied 
with by noon tomorrow (Thursday) Baron 
de Calice will leave Constantinople and the 
Austrian warships will bombard Mersina. 
The Vienna correspondent of the Times 
says: 

Tt is now expected the Sultan will hold 
out until the last moment and then yield, 
which may appear to him a clever stroke 
of diplomacy and something for the Turkish 
official press to boast of—a semi-victory of 
the Padishah over the Christian powers.

Mexico City, Nov. 16.—Charles Sommer, 
General Agent for Mexico of the Mutual 
Life of New York, committed suicide today 
by shooting himself through the head in 
the forest of Chapultepec. The deed was 
probably due to criticisms on his manage- 
ment. He was very popular, and had been 
in Mexico many years. 

The report telegraphed abroad that the 
Rothschilds had offered to loan the govern- 
ment $150,000,000 for refunding the existing 
foreign debt is denied as absurd.

FAILS TO MEET ITS INTEREST. 


Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company 
of Chicago Forecloses on the Arizo- 
na Improvement Company. 


Phenix, Ariz., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—The 
Arizona Improvement company, controlling 
the largest irrigation system in the South- 
west, will pass tomorrow into the hands of 
a receiver. With it will go the Arizona 
Canal, forty miles in length, with over 100 
miles of lateral ditches, 2400 acres of fruit 
land, and 52: per cent of the stock of the 
Grand, Maricopa, and Salt River Valley 
Canals. The water power canal, generating 
5,000 horse-power, is also included: 

Two suits in foreclosure were filed this 
afternoon by the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company of Chicago for the bond- 


holders in the system, who in turn have ap- | 


pointed a Reorganization committee, con- 
sisting of Charles H. Fairchilds, President 


of the New York Security and Trust com- 


pany, New York; W. H- Burroughs, banker, 
of Middletown, Conn.; Morgan’ T. Bulkley, 
President of the Adtna Life Insurance gom- 
pany of Hartford, Conn.; A. B. Leach, bank- 
er, New York; Andrew.Crawford, attorney, 
Chicago. The greater number of the bonds 
have been deposited in New York with this 
committee. The bonded and floating debts 
involved are: Arizona Improvement com- 
pany, $1,234,000; Arizona Canal, $526,000. 
Interest on the debt was promptly paid till 
last January, when the first default was 
made. 

The Reorganization committee is willing 
that for a receiver there be appointed W. J. 
Murphy, President of the companies. This 
is to be opposed by the sponsors of the third 
suit filed almost simultafieously by IDllinois 
holders of land in the-vicinity of Glendale 
and Peoria settlements, irrigated from the 
Arizona Canal, who also pray for a receiver. 
The trust company suits were instituted at 
the request of the canal management, who 
can no longer see their way clear to the pay- 
ment of the immense interest charges in the 
present condition of their property. The 
canal must be enlarged, and to secure thé 
best results water storage is essential yet 
impossible without large financial assist- 
ance. 

The collapse was immediately caused by 
the necessity for a new dam, carried away 
by floods, necessitating an expenditure of 
$250,000. Large sums have also been ex- 
pended in the development of the citrus and 
general fruit growing industries, and in se- 
curing colonists for the companies’ lands, 
and in the acquirement of water rights in 
the lower lying and older canals, whereby 
control was secured of the water supply of 
the entire: northern half of the Salt River 
Valley, aggregating an area of several hun- 
dred thousand acres, watered by 265 miles 
of main ee and laterals. 


Orson Smith, President of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, said last night: 

** Our bank is simply trustee for the bond- 
holders, who are chiefly residents of Scot-’ 
land. The Arizona company is an irriga- 
tion enterprise, and has been itn business for 
many years.

World.]—Paris seems to realize it has lost 
one of its most notable figures by the death 
of Dr. Evans. He was universally respected 
for his benevolence and admired for the 

‘profound discretion which won him the con- 
fidence, both personal and professional, of 
most of Europe's crowned heads. 

During forty years, though Parisian to 
the finger tips in outward seeming, his senti- 
ment and his interests remained American 
to the end. He went to Paris in 1848 as as- 
sistant to Dr. Brewster, who was introduc- 
ing American dentistry to Europe. His 
first success in the haut monde was with 
Louis Napoleon, whose teeth required skill- 
ful treatment and who confided to him vari- 
ous delicate political missions, which he dis- 
charged with success. During nearly eighieen 
years he enjoyed great influence with the 
Bmperor, through whose high recommenda- 
tion he was appointed surgeon dentist to 
the courts of Russia, Prussia, The Hague, 
Belgium, and Baden. His visits to the Rus- 
gian court were, however, mainly diplomat- 
fc, as Napoleon found him far more trust- 
worthy than his “Ministers, whom he always 
suspected of treachery. 

Russian Baron. 

The Czar’s grandfather gave him the title 
of Baron and he often wore his Russian uni- 
form at the Tuileries on gala occasions, but 
he could not aspire to wear even in miniature 
a small part of the decorations he had re- 
ceived from Europeanrulers. These decuora- 
tions completely filled a cabinet in his room, 
while the jeweled snuff boxes, clocks, scarf 
pins, and knick-knacks he had been pre- 
sented with by eminent persons from time 
to time were valued some years ago at $60,- 
000. His stars, as he was fond of telling you, 
if placed side by side, would make a line 
thirteen feet long. 


Evans and Queen Victoria. 

It has been stated that he never attended 
the English royal family, but this is a mis- 
take, for several years ago, at the Prince of 
Wales garden party at Marlborough House, 
Queen Victoria excited quite a hubbub by 
entering into a lengthy conversation with 
the dapper little American, whose identity 
was unknown to the English aristocrats. He 
was the soul of discretion in referring to his 
relations with crowned heads, but he often 
said the saddest mission he ever paid was 
when he was sent for to San Remo to extract 
the teeth of Emperor Frederick to enable 
Though his 
Sympathies were anti-German, he declared 
Empéror Frederick was the noblest patient 
he ever attended. 

‘A few days before his death he had re- 
turned from attending the Grand Duke of 
Baden, one of his most esteemed patrons, 
and he had engaged to visit the Empress of 
Austria at Buda-Pesth within the next 
fortnight. His health was apparently good, 
but his spirits have been failing ever since 
the death of his wife. He was deeply at- 
tached to her, and she actively participated 
in the many charitable projects which ab- 
sorbed a large share of his energies. 


Tips from Empress Eugenie. 

Although his professional income was 
large, it accounted only for a small part of 
his vast wealth. The doctor lived in a very 
handsome house, which he built for himself, 
in the Avenue Bois de Boulogne. His real 
estate in and around Paris is valued at 

 £1,500,000 ($7,500,000). He had a large estate 
also in New York, and I believe invested ex- 
tensively in other American cities. He 
owed the bulk of his fortune to tips given him 
by Empress Eugénie when Baron Hauss- 
.mann was planning how to pull down and re- 
build Paris. The Empress showed Evans 
confidentially the map of the future capital. 
She said: “If you have money saved, fol- 
low my lead,”’ and then showed him on an- 
other map where she had already invested. 
Evans bought plat after plat of ground on 
the site of the Avenue Bois de Boulogne, 
and in a few years his fortune was made. 

It tried him latterly to be called abroad to 
attend to the teeth of the crowned heads, 
but he did it as a sacred duty. One notable 
service he rendered was to remove all doubts 
concerning the identity of the Prince Im- 
perial’s body. Dr. Evans had stopped sume 
back teeth for that ill-starred youth before 
he went to Zululand. He could not recog- 
nize the altered face, but was sure about 
the teeth. 

Dr. Evans’ house was the resort of emi- 
nent and interesting Americans who visited 
Paris. His death was quite sudden, as he 
had always wished it to be. He felt ill on 
Monday afternoon and lay on the bed two 
hours. Afterward his servant came to wake 
him, but he was dead. He was lying as if 
in peaceful slumber. His remains will be 
removed for interment beside those of his 
wife in New York.

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GOLD FROM COOK’S INLET. 


MINERS RETURN FROM SUNRISE CITY 
WITH CONSIDERABLE WEALTH. 


More than One Hundred and Fifty. 
Thousand Dollars Cleaned Up by a 
Party of Twenty-eight—Their Ter- 
ritory Along Mills Creek, Junean 
River, Canon Creek, and Bear Creek 
~Large Profits for the Few Pros- 
pectors in This Region. 


Sitka, Alaska, Nov. 5, via Seattle, Wash., 
Nov. 16.—[Special.]—The steamer Dora. ar- 
rived here tonight with twenty-eigat miners 
trom the Sunrise mining district, near Cook's 
Inlet, and $156,000 in gold. 

The steamer left Unalaska Sept. 17, and 
was several days overdue. This fact and 
the crowd of jubilant miners with their 
sacks of gold created great excitement and 
unlimited enthusiasm. A number of the

Among the fortunate ones who brought 
gold out are the Polly brothers and four 
others, comprising the Polly Mining com- 
pany, $60,000; Fred Smith of Juneau, $31,0UU: 
Sampson and Severson, $10,000; H. A. 
Schmeaser, $8,000; Stratton and Ducte, 
Seattle, $6,000; Fresno Mining company, 
$15,000. All of the others had sacks contain- 
ing $3,000 down to $800. H. M. Wheeler. a 
merchant at Sunrise City, had exactly 
$10,000, nearly all coarse gold and nuggets. 
The aggregate represents ‘four months’ 
labor. 

The Sunrise is not a new district, but out- 
side of the Polly company, Fred Smith, and 
George Beedy there has been nothing done 
in the way of developing. The tributaries 
of Six-Mile Creek, which is a tributary of 


‘Turnagay Arm, are prospected and staked. 


The Polly company operates several claims 
on Mills Creek, between the mouth of the 
Juneau River and Cafion Creek. It is the 
richest of anything there. but it is more 
completely developed. George Beedy is 
sluicing on Bear Creek and averaged $1,000 
& week up to September. He employs four 
men. Fred Smith is doing some hydaulic 
mining on Lynx Creek and employs twen- 
Boo ndlgpange 9 pS steep grades and plenty

Cafion Creek, Mills, Gulch, and Lynx - 
utaries of Six Mile, are spospacted “and 
Staked, though none of them have been 
worked except Smith's property on Lynx 
Creek.

ALTGELD INA TALK 


Ex-Governor Takes a Hand in 
the Sixth District Contest. 


GREENBACKS HIS HOBBY. 


Can See No Sign of Real Pros- 
perity and Sighs for 16 to 1. 


SIDE THRUST AT THE MAYOR. 


Ex-Governor Altgeld addressed a fair- 
sized \meeting at Social Turner Hall, Bel- 
mont avenue and Paulina street, last even- 
ing, and made a characteristic speech. It 
was nominally in support of Candidate Per- 
kins, who wants to be elected to Congress 
from the Sixth District next Tuesday, but 
was really a defense of the Chicago plat- 
form and an attack on every Democrat who 
disagrees with it. 

Incidentally he gave a couple of side slaps 
at Mayor Harrison, who sat on the platform 
while he was speaking. In one sentence he 
spoke approvingly of the position of Mayor 
Taggart of Indianapolis, who had pledged 
himself to appoint no honest money Demo- 
crats to office, while Mayor Harrison se- 
lected his Controller, his Corporation Coun- 
sel, his Commissioner of Public Works, and 
two of his Civil Service commissioners from 
their number, and in another he blamed 
Tammany Hall, which Mayor Harrison went 
to New York to aid, for abandoning the 
Chicago platform and said: 

“Tammany succeeded only because the 
opposition to it was divided, and, had Henry 
George lived, it would have been defeated.” 

Mayor Harrison, when his time to speak 
came, retaliated by giving the ex-Governor 
a trifle more fulsome praise “ for his great 
devotion to the Democratic party ”’ than it 
was really comfortable for an intelligent 
recipient to have to sit and listen to, but 
otherwise gave no sign of having noticed the 
Altgeldian thrusts. 


Defends the Greenbacks. 


Outside of his personal hit the noticeable 
thing about Mr. Altgeld’s speech was the 
fact that he paid but passing reference to 
free silver, and used a great part of his time 
in defending the existing greenbacks and 
denouncing any attempt to retire them. 
Currency reform legislation, he declared, 
was demanded by the bankers as the return 
for their support of McKinley, and he asked 
his hearers to vote for Perkins in order that 
Perkins might in turn vote against any such 
legislation in Washington. 

Mr. Altgeld denied that any great degree 
of prosperity had visited the country since 
the election of McKinley, and claimed that 
what had come was the result of a shortage 
in the wheat crops of other lands. He 
claimed that the workingmen were worse 
off than they ever were, and drew a 
gloomy picture of the condition of the coun- 
try. Then, referring to the last Presidential 
election. he said: 

‘*It was too much to expect that In one 
blow we could overcome the evils of thirty 
years’ standing. During all that time there 
had been no minority party in this county, 
but the corporations and trusts had ruled the 
Democratic and Republican parties alike, 
and directed both to their use. 

‘* In the summer of 1896, however, a band of 
earnest men met here in Chicago, and, 
recognizing the fact that if during the last 
thirty years the Democratic party had stood 
for the people present conditions would not 
exist, determined to return the party to the 
advocacy of Jeffersonian doctrines.” 


Reviews Last Election. 

Mr. Altgeld then reviewed the last elec- 
tion, citing Democratic success in Nebras- 
ka and Kentucky and Democratic gains in 
Iowa, Ohio, and Massachusetts, where the 
Chicago platform had been indorsed, and 
concluding: ‘*‘ Had it not been for the 
treachery of a Democratic boss in Cleve- 
land Hanna would have been swept off the 
earth.”’ 

Republican success in Maryland he as- 
cribed to the fact that Gorman had not fully 
embraced the Chicago faith, and he as- 
cribed the victory of Tammany, which was 
also an apostate, to the division among its 
opponents. 

Mayor Harrison followed. After repeat- 
ing his Northern Pacific charges against 
Mr. Boutell he laid out a platform for Mr. 
Perkins by saying if he were to go to Con- 
gress he would do these three things: 

‘**Compel the general government to im- 
prove the Chicago Harbor. 

**Compel the general government to dig 
a waterway through the Calumet region to 
connect the lake and drainage canal. 

‘**Compel the general government to take 
the drainage eanal off Chicago's hands after 
it is completed and, as a waterway, pay the 
expenses of its maintenance and the inter- 
est on its bonds.”’ 

The County Democracy made an imposing 
entry into the hall at the close of ex-Gov- 
ernor Altgeld’s speech.

Bootblacks Get a Prohibitory Conces- 
sion from Down-Town Retail 
Shoe Dealers. 


After today the retail down-town shoe 
dealers will discontinue the giving away of 
$5 worth of “‘ shine ’’ tickets with every pair 
of shoes. Until Dec.. 15, however, the firms 
will continue to polish shoes for such cus- 
tomers as hold tickets, but after that date 
the free ‘‘ shine ’’ will become only a mem- 
ory and the shoe-shining business will be 
left entirely in the hands of the bootblacks. 

This is the result of an agreement between 
the ** boss’ bootblacks and the retail shoe 
dealers. Last night 100 bootblacks met in 
Frank Solick’s establishment, Clark and 
Madison streets, and adopted resolutions 
of thanks to the firms that had signed the 
agreement, and took the first steps towards 
forming a protective organization. 

“ Billie’’ Horan was the chairman and 
Frank Solick the secretary of the meeting, 
and as soon as the list was compared with 
that in possession of the chair the follow- 
ing resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

** We, the bootblacks and newsboys of Chi- 
cago, take this opportunity of expressing 
our hearty appreciation of the generous 
action on the part of the several leading shoe 
firms of this city that have signed the agree- 
ment circulated by us—to-wit: that they 
would each agree to discontinue ‘free 
shines’ after Dec. 15; and it is therefore

LITTLE ONES FOUND STARVING. 


Three Weaver Children Discovered 
Alone at 410 Forty-second Street, 
Two Days Without Food. 


Three small children, all under 8 years 
of age; were found alone in a house at 953 
Forty-second street yesterday, where they 
had been for two days, poorly clothed and 
without any food. Their faces were pinched 
and they were shivering from exposure dur- 
ing the recent cold weather, while the period 
of forty-eight hours’ fasting had made them 
so weak that they were unable to walk. The 
children are Charles, Willlam, and Lizzie 
Weaver. They are 8, 5, and 3 years old 
respectively. On Sunday morning their 
mother left them in their home, saying that 
she was going out in search of food, There 
was not a morsel to eat in the house, nor 
an atom of coal or firewood. 

Yesterday morning Barney McBride, 527 
Root street, heard feeble cries coming from 
the Weaver home. He entered the house 
and found the children huddled together in 
a dark corner of the kitchen. Charles, the 
oldest, related the story of their distress. 

The little ones told the officer of the Hu- 
mane society who took charge of them at 
the Stock-Yards Station that their father 
was dead and that their mother was a 
washerwoman, who had worked hard, but 
that her customers had recently abandoned 
her one by one until none was left. 

At the same time little Martha Hoffler, 7 
years old, daughter of Mrs. Rosie Hoffier, 
5107 Sherman street, was also taken to the 
home of the Humane society. The child 
was left in the Stock-Yards Station yester- 
day by her aunt, Mrs. Murphy, who said that 
the mother disappeared on Sunday night. 
Mrs. Hoffier is known to the police and it 
was thought best to place the little girl in 
the home, where she will receive proper care. 
Fourteen small children, deserted by ex- 
tremely poor parents, have been found by

President Weathers of Bank 
of English, Ind., Found. 


TALKS WITH CREDITORS. 


Agrees to Sign Over to Them All 
His Property. 


CASHIER NOT YET FOUND. 


Corydon, Ind., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—Cred- 
itors of the defunct Crawford County banks 
in the conference with President John H. 
Weathers at this place today agreed upon 
R. C. Arnold and Isaac F. Johnson of Leav- 
enworth as assignees. Weathers agreed to 
assign all his own and his wife’s property 
to the creditors and also pledge himself to 
use every effort to save what he could for 
them from the wreck. 

Mr. Weathers stated that he left Craw- 
ford County because his life had been threat- 
ened and not because he had been gulity of 
any ‘criminal act during the last three years. 
He said he had intrusted the management 
of the bank entirely to his brother-in-law, 
R. H. Willett, while he devoted his time to 
the practice of law, therefore he knew noth- 
ing about the condition of the bank, and the 
news of the failure, he declared, was as great 
a surprise and shock to him as it was to any 
of the depositors. He Had no idea where 
Willett was or how much money he had 
taken with him. 

Immediately after the conference Mr. 
Weathers left for Leavenworth in company 
with some of the creditors. He will return 
to Corydon tomorrow. He estimates that 
the assets of the bank are $100,000 and the 
liabilities $125,000, and said that the cred- 
itors will not lose anything. 

Several wealthy and influential gentle- 
men of Leavenworth have confidence in 
Weather’s honesty and have promised to 
assist him in a financial way. The people 
generally sympathize with him and believe 
in his innocence. 


Not a Word of Censure. 


Not a man of the different committees had 
a word of censure for Mr. Weathers after 
he made his statement to them. Mr. Weath- 
ers stated to the committees that his wife 
would make an assignment of all her pres- 
ent property, which is considerable, and 
that even his home at English would be in- 
cluded. The committees accepted the Pres- 
ident’s statement, and elected Mr. Arnold 
as his assignee without a dissenting vote. 

Mrs. Willett, wife of the missing cashier, 
is almost prostrated with grief, but is not 
dying, as has been reported. The people 
of the various communities in which the 
banks are situated are much relieved, and 
express confidence in Mr. Weathers’ ability 
to settle up matters in a satisfactory man- 
ner. The consensus of opinion is that Mr. 
Weathers was the victim of Cashier Willett 
and is himself innocent of any wrong- 
doing. :

valuation for all the property in the corpora- 
tion for this year is $314,936 and the limit of 
legal indebtedness for a city of this valua- 
tion is placed at $16,000. .For the running 
expenses of the city government an appro- 
priation of $33,000 was made, and all the 
revenues that accrue to the city this year 
will be $23,000, leaving a deficiency of $10,000. 

Spring Valley for several years has made 
no pretense of meeting its obligations with 
cash payments. The city warrants have 
been drawn when there was not sufficient 
money in the treasury to meet them, so the 
warrants have been used in the place of 
money, though at times receiving a heavy 
discount, sometimes reaching as high as 25 
and 80 per cent. 


Saloon Licenses in Scrip. 


, The licenses from the forty saloons of the 
city form an important part of the city’s 
revenue, and it is noted that when the sa- 
loonkeepers paid for their last quarter in ad- 
vance but $26 was received by the City 
Treasurer in cash, the remainder of the 
$5,000 then due being paid in scrip. 

The attorneys who will appear for thecity 
in defense say there is no probability thata 
receiver will be appointed for the city; that 
the present circumstances do not appear to 
warrant such an action; and that if the court 
takes any action in the matter it will prob- 
ably be to issue another injunction restrain- 
ing the City Council from making expendi- 
tures of public funds except for paying the

The fig- 
ures are uniformly four cents under the 
Scale demanded by the miners except as re- 
gards the Streator price, which is within 
1% cents of the scale asked by the miners. 
Mr. Sweet refused to name any figure ona 
gross weight basis in that field. 

Mr. Sweet generally is regarded asthe 
spokesman for the operators and his figures 
are looked upon as semi-official. 


Some Men Might Accept. 

Most of the men are firm in their demands 
for a better settlement, though it is said 
by some that if the operators will make an 
Official offer of this nature the convention 
may vote in favor of accepting it.

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

“The Chicago Tribune "’ has recently changed 
its views somewhat on currency reform, and it is 
believed that tothe people at large its present 
views will be more acceptable than the former 
position. It is against the government delegating 
to the national banks the function of issuing 
money, and takes the position that the govern- 
ment should be back of the money of the country. 
Thie, of course, is not exactly in harmony with 
the resolutions that sound money conventions are 
passing. These conventions are possessed of the 
idea that the banks should be given this issuing 
power exclusively. 

“The Tribune,’’ however, points out forcibly 
the danger of this course and indicates what great 
losses and misery might result in case of a wide- 
spread panic which would affect banks generally. 
If there be any change it must be for the benefit 
of all the people and such as will not disturb the 
value of money or the confidence of the people in 
its stability.—Galesburg Republican-Register. 


Tue Trisune is restudying the monetary 
question as regards the question of with- 
drawing the legal tender greenbacks and 
supplying their place with bank notes re- 
deemable in gold, or retiring the latter and 
replacing them with an equal amount of 
United States legal tender votes, always re- 
deemable in goldon demand. Both schemes 
contemplate the redemption of the note 
issues in gold. 

The real questions are, Which will serve 
the public best? Which will be the safest 
and most useful form of currency? 

Tue TriBuNE has been pointing out ad- 
vantages that can be realized from redeema- 
ble greenbacks and giving answers to ob- 
jectors. It has also been pointing out ob- 
jections and drawbacks to a bank note cur- 
rency. Other newspapers and writers are 
arguing in favor of national bank notes 
taking the place of all other forms of paper 
currency, and to have all legal tender gov- 
ernment notes withdrawn from circulation. 
The whole question must be argued and 
the facts presented pro and con, like a case 
before a jury, before the people can render 
an intelligent and proper verdict. 

Tur TRIBUNE reserves to itself the rizht 
to modify or change any views it may have 
presented if it finds on further investiza- 
tion and reflection that it has been holding 
or advocating erroneous opinions on the cur- 
rency question. 

The single purpose of Trrm TRIBUNE is to 
help secure the best solution of the prob- 
lem. It intends to advocate the adoption 
of that form of paper currency which will be 
best, safest, and soundest and will most 
usefully serve the people in their business 
transactions. 

The whole question of greenbacks ys. 
bank notes is now up for consideration, and 
will occupy much of the attention of Con- 
gress at the ensuing session, and conse- 
quently the question is in order for public 
discussion. It is nota partisanissue. Men 
of both parties and all factions differ on the 
currency policy to be adopted for the future 
use of the people.of this nation. 

The Republican platform formulated at 
St. Louis in June, 1896, made this declara- 
tion on money mattefs: 

All our silver and paper currency must be matin-, 
tained at parity with gold, and we favor all meas 
ures designed to maintain inviolable the obliga- 
tions of the United States, and all our money, 
whether coin or paper, at the present standard, 
the standard of the most enlightened nations of 
the earth. 

“ To favor all measures designed to main- 
tain,” etce., as a contemporary says, im- 
plies that some measures are needed, and 
necessarily these must be measures of re- 
form. Not only did Mr. McKinley come in 
with this implied promise, but he made a 
more explicit one in his first message to 
Congress when he said: 


Our financial system needs some revision. Our 
money is all good now, bit its value must not be 
further threatened. It should be put on an endur- 
ing basis not subject to easy attack, nor its stabil- 
ity to doubt or dispute. The several forms of our 
paper money offer, in my judgment, a constant 
embafrassment to the government and imperil 
@ @afe balance in the Treasury. 

President McKinley in his special mes- 
sage to Congress on the 24th of July last, 
after reiterating what he had egaid in his 
first annual message, went on to say: 

I therefore ufgently recommend that a special 
ommission be created, non-partisan in its char-

Disappointed in the early returns from 
Iowa and remembering that for some un- 
known reason the word “ gold” was not 
in the lowa Republican platforni this year, 
many outside Republicans feared the sound 
money cause had not been championed 
with proper energy and courage. Later 
returns showed over 30,000 plurality for the 
Republicans, and there is no doubt this 
gratifying result is to be considered a dis- 
tinct victory for sound money. The error 
in omitting mention of the gold standard in 
the platform was probubly one of oversight, 
notintention.

They arraigned him not only because he 
was a believer in the gold standard, but 
furthermore as a man who engaged in the 
odious business of lending money on his 
own account and as an agent, and had the 
hardihood to insist that as good money 
should be paid back as was borrewed, Un- 
able to show any harsh dealings or op- 
pressive methods the Popocrats denounced 
Shaw in general terms as a money lender 
and an enemy of debt scaling. Thus debt 
dodgers and repudiationists of every degree 
and all methods, statutory and other, were 
consolidated into an angry and determined 
opposition to Shaw.

RESULTS OF BEET SUGAR DEVELOPMENT. 
Intimately related to the facts and con- 
clusions reached in an article by Edwin 
F. Atkins in the November Forum and dis- 
cussed at considerable length in Tue Trrs- 
UNE a few days ago, in reference to the 
effect of the beet sugar industry in Euro- 
pean countries, are the facts brought to 
light by a royal commission instructed to 
investigate and report upon the condition 
and prospects of the sugar-growing indts- 
try in the West India Islands. The report 
of the investigation, conducted for the most 
part in the islands and on the ground where 
the industry could be inspected to the best 
advantage, has all the authority of a gov- 
ernment document, having been issued in 
a “blue book” dealing with the present 
condition of the British West Indies. 

For more than a century the chief source 
of prosperity for the West Indies has been 
in the cultivation of sugar and its resultant 
manufactures, including rum. The export 
of fruit and cocoa has made some progress 
of late years, though the cultivation of 
sugar cane continues to be the principal 
industry. Now, however, the commission 
recognizes the fact that, owing to the rapid 
development of the beet sugar industry in 
European countries especially and the con- 
sequent decline in prices, this industry is 
threatened with collapse, if not with abso- 
lute ruin. Its imiportance is evidenced by 
the fact that, apart from Jamaica and Brit- 
ish Guiana, where other industries prosper 
to some extent, the products of sugar cane 
constitute 75 per cent of the total exports of 
the West Indies; while in some of the is- 
lands, such as Barbadoés “and Antigua, 
they cover more than 0 per cent. 

The serious character of the situation is 
shown by the fact that, whereas the value 
of unrefined sugar in the islands in 1881 
was $5.25 per 100 weight, in 1895 it was 
less than half as much and in 1897 prices 
ranged still lower, while the value of such 
by-products as molasses and rum showed 
a corresponding decline. The conclusion 
reached by the commission, in view of the 
apparently inevitable collapse of this in- 
dustry, is that the revenues of the islands 
will not only be materially reduced but that 
the greater portion of the laboring classes 
will be thrown out of employment and oth- 
ers compelled to leave the islands or be 
subjected to serious suffering. In fact, 
something of the sort is confessed already 
to ‘have occurred in some of the islands. 
Accordingly a considerable portion of the 
report is devoted to the discussion of rem- 
edies or palliatives of the situation, those 
relating to the substitution of other indus- 
tries being the most important, though ac- 
knowledged to be confronted with serious 
difficulty. The restoration of the sugar in- 
dustry to a condition where it can be car- 
ried on profitably is discussed to some ex- 
tent, but the commission evidently sees lit- 
tle prospect of this in view of the still in- 
creasing product and lowering prices of 
beet sugar. 

There is good reason for believing that 
the conditions described by the British com- 
mission have already reduced the profits of 
sugar cultivation in Cuba to such an ex- 
tent as materially to diminish the value of 
the island to Spain or anybody else, even in 
a state of peace. Only an abandonment of 
the policy of paying bounties for beet sugar 
production in European countries would 
be likely to have even a temporary effect in 
this direction, and this is not probable in 
face of the action of Germany and Aus- 
tria—the two largest sugar producing coun- 
tries in the world—in increasing the boun- 
ty rate within the last two years. Only a 
heavy protective tariff can save the cane 
sugar interests in Louisiana. However 
promising, therefore, the outlook for cheap 
sugar may be for consumers, the collapse 
‘of the cane sugar growing industry of the 
West Indies seems inevitable. 


THE NEW EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

A correspondent writes Tue Trisune in 
the matter of the erection of an exposition 
building on the lake front, making a prac- 
tical suggestion, which will undoubtedly 
meet with a favorable if not with an en- 
tRusiastic response in this community when 
the proper time comes. Ho says in his let- 
ter: 

“What great good came to us as a peo- 
ple by the World’s Fair in the codperative 
way of raising the means to erect those 
buildings! Now, as to the ‘improvement 
on the lake front, and especially as to the 
erection of -the exposition building, why 
cannot the money be raised in the same 
way and that be a building in which our 
whole people shall be interested, and thus 
create a beautiful structure which in itself 
will bea wonder? This would draw our peo- 
ple together by having the ownership in 
common, all having a part. Stock could be 
issued for $1 up and we would soon see 
over $1,000,000 raised for this one pur- 
pose.” 

The suggestion of our correspondent is 
eminently practical, but the first thing to 
be done is to fillup the pond. The extension

THE MONEY ecg IN INDIA. 

In 1874, when Germany stopped coining 
silver and was selling some of her super- 
fluous old thalers, thus accelerating that 
decline in the price of silver which had be- 
gun a few years before by reason of in- 
creased supply to demand, the value of the 
silver standard coin called the “ rupee.” in 
American money was worth 46 cents. It 
had been worth more than that by two or 
three cents. There was a time in the early 
part of this century when ten rupees were 
the equivalent of a pound sterling or sov- 
ereign—that is, of $4.87 in American 
money. For a long period the rupee was 
the equivalent of 48% cents. 

But with the decline in the price of silver 
bullion the intrinsic or purchasing power 
of the “rupee” sank, so that at the begin- 
ning of 1893 it was worth less than 29 
cents. 

The India mints were open during all this 
time. Any person who had silver bullion 
and wanted it coined into legal tender 
money was accommodated by the mints. 
Nevertheless, the value of the “ rupee” 
continued to decline until the East India 
government came to the conclusion that 
something had to be done to prevent its 
further slump towards zero. 

The India government would have liked 
to establish the gold standard, but did not 
feel able at that time. Therefore it went 
no farther than to close the mints to mak- 
ing more rupees, thus stopping the free 
coinage of silver. The thedry was that if 
no more rupees were coined the purchas- 
ing power of the existing stock would rise 
graduallfy—that the quantity being limited 
to the existing stock the rupee would get 
some artificial scarcity value and thereby 
increase in value. 

The rupee was rated at fifteen to the sov- 
ereign. That is, the government would 
not give a sovereign for fifteen rupees, but 
it would give that many rupees for a sbv- 
ereign or receive one of those coins for an 
indebtedness of fifteen rupees. It was 
hoped that the rupee would advance in 
value so as to be worth a fifteenth of a 
sovereign, or a little over 32 cents. 

The rupee has almost reached that price, 
and on the whole the limited coinage exper- 
iment has been a great success. There are 
165 grains of pure silverin the rupee. Thus 
the intrinsic value of that ¢oin-with silver 
at 57 cents an ounce would be only 193-5 
cents. But the exchange for gold value 
of the rupee is now about 29 cents, witha 
tendency to further advance, notwithstand- 
ing silver bullion still tends downward. 

Thanks to the closing of the India mints, 
the fall of the coin has been staid. It has 
ceased to be responsive to the fluctuations 
in the declining value of silver builion. The 
rupee is gradually gaining, while silver 
bullion is losing. When silver fell to 51 
cents an ounce the purchasing power of 
the rupee was not affected in the least. 

Under the limited coinage system the 
rupee is worth now nearly 40 per cent more 
than it would have been under free coin- 
age with the mints wide open and ail the 
surplus silver bullion in the world seeking 
a market in India. The free coinage ofa 
declining metal is a breeder of immense 
mischief. The moment free coinage in In- 
dia was stopped fiscal affairs began to im- 
prove, 

At the present time the India govern- 
ment, with the assent of.Great Britain, is 
seriously considering the advisahility of 
establishing the gold standard in that vast 
empire of 300 millions of souls, being more 
than four times that of the United States. 
But it has not determined yet how many 
rupees shall be the equivalent of the pound 
sterling in|the payment of debts. 

If the rupee*should advance a little more 
in value and come to be worth 15.4d, 
or fifteen to the pound sterling, then that 
would be a good time to establish the gold 
standard. All contracts which had been 
made in silver could be settled then on the 
basis of fifteen rupees to the sovereign 
without logs either to debtor or creditor. 
The silver |\would be kept at par, just as it 
is in the United States, 

The advacates of the adoption of the gold 
standard assert that there wotld be no diffi- 
culty about getting all the gold needed for 
coinage purposes. It is claimed that there 
is held or hid away in India now more gold 
than will be required to start the gold 
standard and that if the gold standard is 
established that ‘metal will rapidly seek the 
mints and be converted into coin. Should 
that concealed gold prove to be inadequate 
then some of the new gold will seek the 
India market, so that it will not be difficult 
for India to get what gold she needs in her 
commerce. Meanwhile the 1,000 million 
dollars’ worth of coined rupee silver will 
circulate as silver dollars do in this coun- 
try at the ratio fixed by commerce and law, 
say about 24 or 25 tol. 


EFFECT OF NEW GOLD ON PRICES. 

The November number of the North 
American Review contains ah interesting 
article by Charles A. Conant on “ the effect 
of the new gold upon prices.” The conclu- 
sion reached by him is that even if the Klon- 
dike mines produce all that the most san- 
guine look for the effect on prices will be 
nominal. 

Those persons who carry the quantitative 
theory of money to an extreme contend that 
prices are bound to advance in the propor- 
tion which the new supplies of the precious 
metals bear to those already in existence. 
Mr. Conant goes to no such lengths as that, 
but he does not deny that in the past nom- 
inal values have been affected by large ad- 
ditions to the stocks of the precious metals. 

It is estimated that at the time of the 

discovery of America in 1492 the visible 
supply of the precious metals in Europe 
available for use as nioney was 170 million 
dollars. During the sixteenth century this 
was increased at the rate of 10 millions an- 
nually, or 6 per cent a year on the stock of 
1492. 
_ During the seventeenth century the in- 
crease was at the rate of 16% millions a 
year. It is estimated that in 1609 the 
Western world had 1,450 millions in gold 
and silver available for monetary uses. By 
1810 the visible supply had risen to 1,850 
millions, or a little less than a quarter of 
the visible stock of metallic moncy in the 
world today. 

The effect on prices of this great influx. 

of American gold and silver was great. 
Hee 1570 and 1640 the purchasing 
power of silver in England sank so rapidly 
that the price of wheat rose from two ounces 
for eight bushels to six or eight ounces.

‘tury there was an arrest in the increase of 

the supply of the precious metals. Then 
came the great gold discoveries in Califor- 
nia and Australia.* The production of gold 
jumped from an annual average of 1544 
millions to 861-3 millions for the decade 
ending with 1850, and to 18244 millions for 
the five years ending with 1555. For the 
fifteen years ending with 1885 the annual 
average was about 110 millions. 

When the great flow of new gold set in 
many political economists assumed that 
prices would be doubled or trebled, as they 
had been as the result of the discovery of 
America. This should have happened if it 
is true that prices move upward and down- 
ward in direct relation with the supply of 
the precious metals. The product of the 
Californian and Australian mines alone for 
a single year added 8 per cent to the exist- 
ing stock of those metals. 

Nevertheless, the anticipated great ad- 
vance ig prices did not occur. That there 
was some rise cannot be denied, It has 
been estimated that it averaged about 10% 
per cent in England. Actually it was some- 
what greater, because it ran counter to the 
almost universal downward tendency of 
prices caused by improved methods of pro- 
duction and the increased efficiency of la- 
bor. 

Having thus reviewed the “ effect of new 
gold upon prices’ in the past, Mr. Conant 
proceeds to consider the possible effect to 
be produced by the Klondike supplies, which 
will swell a gold output which is already 
large. For the supply of gold has been ad- 
vancing rapidly in advance of the Klondike 
discoveries. The world’s gold production, 
which was 118 millions in 1890, rose to 206 
millions in 1896. This portion. of Mr.

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PLATT’S FINAL SsCOLD. 

Ex-Boss T. C. Platt has apparently re- 

covered sufficiently from the stroke of 
paralysis, caused by his rebuke in the late 
Greater New York election, to issue a 
scolding manifesto to Republicans who did 
not see proper to accept his dictation. Taken 
in connection with his recent reported re- 
tirement this may therefore be regarded 
in the light of a formal “ valedictory,” and 
that is its best feature, as it implies that 
there will be fewer Platt-itudes in New 
York politics in future even if the affliction 
of Crokerism should be continued. 
‘ In this document Mr. Platt has taken oc- 
casion to vent his feelings against the so- 
called “ Republican factionists,” who, as 
he alleges, “ projected Seth Low into the 
niunicipal campaign, thereby dividing the 
anti-Tammany vote.” They are charged 
with the crime of having “ denied the rela- 
tion of a national political party to munici- 
pal affairs’; with having “ challenged the 
right of the Republican party to make a 
Republican nomination ”; with demanding 
“the unconditional surrender of the Re- 
publican party,” besides various and sundry 
other crimes and misdemeanors too numer- 
ous to mention, but more or less reprehensi- 
ble in character. « 

It is scarcely necessary to enter into an 
extended discussion of Mr. Platt’s charges 
and complaints here. This will, no doubt, 
be done by Republicans upon the ground 
familiar with all the facts. But to one look- 
ing at the returns of the late election—with 
Seth Low receiving nearly 50 per cent more 
votes than General Tracy (Mr. Platt’s can- 
didate), in spite of his strong persona! popu- 
larity—it would seem that it was Mr. Platt 
who was the factionist instead of those 
whom he denounces as such. Ifa “ national 
political party” had a necessary relation 
to “municipal affairs’’—which had been 
emphatically denied by Mr. Platt’s own.can- 
didate in the most solemn and emphatic 
manner—then, in the face of ah over- 
whelming Democratic majority in Greater 
New York, he was simply inviting defeat 
by insisting wpon a strict party nomina- 
tion. Yet this was precisely what he did 
notwithstanding the fact that the nomina- 
tion by the Republicans of an avowed Re- 
publican, in the person of Seth Low, would 
have insured the support of 137,000 inde- 
pendent (Republican and Democratic) 
voters in addition to those who voted for 
General Tracy, and would thus have made 
his election a certainty. 

In the light of facts like these to the 
impartial observer it seems that a great 
opportuuity was sacrificed merely to cater 
to personal ambition and gratify factional 
spite. In view of the results at stake the 
course pursued was several degrees worse 
than a blunder; it was a political crime the 
consequences of which will remain to plague 
the Republicans of the City and State of 
New York for a long time to come, 

The trouble with Mr. Platt seems to be 
simply this: He arbitrarily claimed the 
right to dictate the policy of the Republicans 
of Greater New York although not a rési- 
dent of that city, and because a majority of 
Republicans saw fit to reject his dictation 
he now seeks revenge by re them with 
being factionists. The resuit of his*miser- 
able management is shown in the defeat 
of the party which he assumed to repre- 
sent both in the city and in the State, It 
was apparently not the welfare of the 
party or the success of its candidates that 
he was seeking to promote so much as 
the strengthening of his own hold upon 
the party organization by the defeat of Re- 
publicans in old New-York and Brook- 
lyn whem he regarded as inimical to his 
personal interests. In doing this he simply 
wrought his own downfall. 


A RIDICULOUS ORDINANCE, 
Under the pretense of desiring to put a 
stop to the smoke ntisance Alderman Gaz- 
zolo introduced night before last an absurd 
ordinance forbidding the use of soft coal 


.in this city and fining whoever tises that 


kind of fuel. As Alderman Maltby stated, 
the enforcement of such an ordinance would 
close every manufacturing establishment 
in the city. The manufacturers must have 
as cheap fuel as their competitors in other 
places.

REPLY: THE REASON WHY THEY WOULD 
SQUEEZE THEIR CUSTOMERS. 
The correspondent makes no allowance 


for the fact that it is more than twice as 
difficult for a man to carry 100 pounds than 
it is to carry 50 pounds. The bank which 
issués no notes which it must redeem has 
only to carry the burden of its depositors 
at the time of the monetary stringency. 
When it issues notes, if redeemable in gold 
on demand, it has to carry another heavy 
burden—it has to supply its noteholders 
with gold on their demand. If a bank has 
no notes in circulation and has deposits ag- 
gregating a million or more it can get along 
more easily in a panic than if its deposits 
amount to two or three millions and it has 
issued notes, which are outstanding, to the 
amount of one million: 

For about all schemes for curreticy re- 
form which propose the withdrawal of all 
government currency and its replacement 
by national bank notes provide that the 


banks shall invest a large part of their. 


capital in United States bonds drawing a 
low rate of interest. 

These bonds they are to deposit in the 
Treasury as security for the final redemp- 
tion of their circulation. So their capital, 
instead of being in their vaults in the form 
of gold or greenbacks, will be locked up in 
federal bonds on which they have obtained 
notes, which notes are made redeemable in 
gold on demand of the holders of the notes. 

The nationdl] banks hold now about 2,000 
millions in deposits. Theit capital is 650 
millions, and the notes they are to be al- 
lowed to issue will amount to 800 or 1,000 
millions. Supposing they had ho notes out- 
standing and a panic or sharp stringency 
were to come along with a sweep—and there 
will be panics in the future, as there have 
been in the past. Then the banks would 
not have to call in all their loans and 
squeeze all their customers in order to pay 
the dep@sitors if most of them wanted their 
money. The banks would have their capi- 
tal available for use. 

But if they had converted their capital 
into 800 millions of bank notés rédeemable 
in gold on demand, then when there was a 
monetary panic the depositors would want 
their money and the noteholders would want 
gold for those bank notes and there would 
be lots of bank failures and wrecks, The_ 
necessity the banks would be under of satis- 
fying the demands of the noteholders would 
make it much harder to meet the demands 
of the depositors, because the depositors, 
knowing this fact, would want to draw out 
their money before the bank broke. The 
strong conservative banks with depositors 
who were not easily alarmed could carry 
the double burden. The weaker and even 
the average bank could not, but would 
break. 

The above will serve to explain why it is 
much better that the repaytnent to deposit- 


ors of sums due them and the redemption - 


of paper money should bé attended to by 
different agencies. When a bank is required 
o attend to both great trouble ensues. 
Whenever there is a stringency in the money 
market the bank having to protect both 
depositors and noteholders must sacrifice 
its customers to get money. It calis in loans. 
It refuses to discount good paper. It can 
accommodate nobody. It strains every 
nerve to raise the gold to meet the note- 
holders who are besieging it on one side 
and the depositors who are pressing it on 
the other for the money they loaned it 
on call. And thus the interests of the busi- 
ness classes and the employers of labor 
would be sacrificed if the scheme to have 
the government legal.tenders withdrawn 
and bank notes issued to take their place.

Next General Assembly to Be Asked for 
Money. 


ELLSWORTH TELLS OF A DEFICIT. 
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All work on the new Lake Front Park car-. 
ried on by the South Park board is brought 
.to a standstill and the commission is con- 
fronted for the ensuing year with a deficit 
of from $25,000 to $30,000 by the adverse de- 
cision of Judge Dunne yesterday in the two- 
mill tax case. It is not considered probable 
that the board will be willing to go into debt, 
so all acheduled improvemen(s must be cur- 
tailed and the police system of the South 
Side parks and boulevards must be impaired 
enough to bring expenses within the income. 
The funds to carry out the various planned 
improvements, now to be deferred, must be 
secured through the next General Assemoly, 
which can give authority for raising addi- 
tional incomé, and which will not sit until 
January, 1899. 

if the levy of two mills had been allowed 
it would have added $205,164 to the money 
receipts of the year. 

The case will be app®aled; but even if the 
fnding of. the higher court is favorable it 
will dome too late to be of any advantage to 
the Park board for the coming year, which 

es to be one of the most exacting in 
the cotmmission’s history. 


Grants a Permanent Injunction. 

The present issue was embodied in two 
cases, of the First National Bank and the 
Chicago Real Estate board, to restrain the 
County Clerk from spreading the two-mill 
tax upon the books of 1897, which the Com 
missioners presumed to ask vider the act of 
July 17, 1805. The complainants are given 
the injunction asked. 

Judge Dunne held that the act of June li, 
1805, could not be construed to refer to the 

’ gouth Park board. There were other Boards 
of Park Commissioners at tho time the act 
was passed, and by the purpose and intent 
of the act’s title it must be taken to refer tu 
another than the South Park commission. 

“ Moreover, there afte other jnternal evi- 
dences in the act itself that show it was not 
meant to apply to the Scuth Park Commibs- 
sioners,” the court continued. " The latter 
body is declared by the Legislature to be the 
corporate authority of the district for park 
purposes, and is empowered to levy taxes for 
park purposes directly by ordinance, and by 
certifying ordinances to the County Clerk 
without the intervention of any town au- 
thorities. Yet the act under consideration 
expressly provides that the corporate au- 
thorities of any town within the limits of 
any city in the State shall upon the receipt 
of a ceftificate in writing from any euch 
Board of Park Commissioners levy and 
assess tWo milis on each dollar.” 


Cofelusion of the Judge. 

Thé Judge concluded that in his opinion 
“the act of June 17, 1895, &pplies only to 
such park commissions as have the follow- 
ing attributes: 

“1, Existence in the town lving within the 

corporaté limits of a city. 

“2. Ineapacity to levy or assess taxes dl- 
rectly or without the intervention of the 
town authorities. 

“The South Park Commissioners having 
neither of these characteristics it follows 
that they have no authority to levy the two- 
mill tax in question.”’ 

President J. W. Plisworth of the South 
Park board was much disappointed to leara 
of the decision. 


Elisworth on the Situation. 


*“ The situation is this,’ he said. ‘* During 
the coming year there will be a demand for 
ak uhusually large amount of money, be- 
cause $100,000 of bonds fall due and must be 
retired. The expense of maintenance also 
has been greatly increased by the addition. 
of the new lake front territory and Jackson 
street, and there is work that has been let 
in Jackson Park to protect previous im- 
provements. 

‘We will, therefore, have during the com- 
ing year a deficit of probably 625,000 or 
$30,000, without taking into account the 
many improvements and maintenance ex- 
penses that will surely come to the surface 
in the course of the year—things which must 
of necessity be done to protect costly work. 
In fact, this was the year, and the only year, 
when this assistatice was needed: as it was 
the intention of the commissioners to go be- 
fore the Legislature at the first regular 
. session and ask for an additional income. 


* Must Cut the Expenses. 

“ As a member of the South Park commis 
sion L. shall not favor going into debt, and 
can see no other way of meeting the situa- 
-tion but by cutting down the expenses and 
_alloutiays until they fall within our incceme. 
This will necessitate the stoppage not only 
of all work directly or indirectly connected 
with the new lake front but all other itn- 
provements as well, and will greatly impair 
our police protection. 

“It is possible that the bonds falling due 
in 18908 may be extended. I am not fully ad- 
vised as to the legal question involved. Of 
course, the Case will be appealed from Judge 
Dunne’s decision, but this will be of no as- 
sistance to us this year. If the two-mill tax 
is invalid the one-mill tax, which we have 
been levying for the last twelve years, must 
also be invalid. 

** I was particularly anxious that the two- 
mill tax should be declared valid, so that we 
could go on filling In the lake frdént basin and 
prepare the sites for the Field Columbian 
Museum and the Hxposition Hall, believing 
the advantages thereby derived by the city 
would be 60 great as to justify the com- 
missioners in anticipating the title to the

Following is the statement in ful 
proposition submitted by The Ravune Aree. 
pany to the Board of Bducation iu the mat- 
ter of the school land leases: | 

To the Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion: The Tribune company submits this 
statement of its reasons for asking a modi- 
+ egg of its leases of lots 15 and 16 of block 


“ The Tribune desires to improve in a sub- 
stantial manner the holdings which it now 
has of lots 12, 13, and 14, as well as the ad- 
ditional interests which it seeks to acquire 
in Jots 15 and 16. 

“ The Tribune has held lots 12, 13, and 14 
for thirty years. When it first vccupied 
them in 1867 they were far removed from the 
center of the business district 
rounded by vacant lots and a few improve- 
ments of an inferior character. The Trib- 
une put a new and costly building upon the 
lots, and did much to advance the value of 
the property in the remainder of the block. 
When its building was constructed its leuse 
provided that when it expired the company 
should have the privilege of buying the 
ground or of selling the building. But when 
the lease ran out in 1880 it was held on a 
technical construction of the law that the 
City Council had not the right to make the 
lease under the terms of which the building 
had been constructed. The School board 
had not authority to buy the building, and it 
refused to sell the ground. Under a threat 
of confiscation of its building The Tribune 
company was compelled te enter upon a new 
lease, the conditions of which steadily be- 
came more burdensome, until in 1805 your 
honorable body, after a full and disinterestéd 
appraisal, fixed the value of the Icasehold 
interests in lots 12, 13, and 14 without re- 
valuation for the femainder of the term. 

“ When this modification of the lease was 
granted The Tribune company was required 
to enter into an agreement to improve the 
property within a reasonable time. In ful- 
fillment of its pledge, and being in need of 
more room for presses in the basement— 
believing also that an improvement could be 
more economically made upon a large than 
upon a small area—it as soon as possible ac- 
quired the leasehold interest of Mr. John 
Mackin in lot 15 adjoining the present Trib- 
une Building on the south, and that of Mr. 
Andrew Cummings in lot 16, next south of lot 
15. It now asks the Board of Education to 
give it a lease of lot 15 and 16 on the same 
terms as were accorded in the case of lots 
12, 18, and 14. In pursuance of its plan The 
Tribune is willing to enter into an agreement 
to put upon the five l6ts improvemeuts 
which shall cost not less than $300,000 with- 
in the next five years. 

“We ask the attention of the board, first, 
to the fact that lots 16 and 16 were valued in 
1895 by three men of the highest character, 
Messfs. Johh McLaren, Gwynne Garnett, 
and Eugene Cary, none of them appointed 
by the tenant. These gentlemen lixed an 
actual cagh value upon the property which 
they deemed fair as a basis for the rent to be 
assessed upon Messrs. Mackin and Cum- 
mings, and they were required to ascertain 
this value without reference to the revalua- 
tion clause. We submit that the property 
has not increased, but has rather diminished 
in value since 1895. We also contend that 
the valuation upon which it was equitable 
to fix the rent for Messrs. Mackin and Cum- 
mings is just for The Tribune company. 

** Second, we call the attention of the 
board to the consideration, which the com- 
pany offers for the waiving of the revalua- 
tion clause on the two inside lois so that 
they may be held on the same tertms as the 
corner lois. The improvement of this im- 
portant corner by The Tribune company will 
tend to bring about in a short period the 
improvement of the refiainder of the block, 
which in its present condition is a disgrace 
to the city and tends to seriously injure all 
the real estate in ite immediate vicinity. 
The march of business southward has been 
accelerated by the lack of improvements in 
block 142, and the removal of the onerous 
and obsolete restrictions in the leases would 
result in such a change in the character of 
the buildings as would benefit the public 
and add to the value of the school prop- 
erty. 

** Next it should be noticed, that all the 
improvements put upon this property are 
subject to taxation, and that 52 per cent of 
the taxes raised for city purposes are ex- 
pended upon the schools; Consequently the 
schools will benefit largely by the improve- 
ment of block 142 and the additiunal taxa- 
tion thereupon. 

* No argument is needed‘to convince any 
member of the board, or any business-man 
having experience in such affairs, that it is 
impossible to put substantial improvements 
upon leased ground subject to revaluation at 
short periods. The confiscation of the Pa- 
cific Hotel, the Commercial Bank, and other 
important buildings in the business district 
by the owners of the ground held under re- 
valuation leases is a sufficient demonstration 
of the folly of attempting improvements 
upon such conditions. 

“if the leases on lots 15 and 16 shall be 
granted to The Tribune company with the 
they will 
not be profitable to the company unless the 
ground shall be improved in conneetion with 
the corner lots. The Tribune company bas 
already paid a large sum for the present 
buildings, which will be a total loss when the 
contemplated improvements are begun, and 
has given an additional bonus to Messrs. 
Mackin and Cummings to induce them to 
vacate the property. The company paid 
Mr. Mackin $113,000 for his bullidings and 
leases, and Mr.: Cummings $4,000 for his 
services in negotiating the transfer. No 
financial scheme can be conceived of which 
will show a profit for The Tribune company 
in these two lots, treated as an independent 
property. A rental of $10,000 a year, which 
may be increased in 1905 to $10,50u, added to 
the interest on the improvements, cost of 
maintenance, taxes, insurarice, repairs, and 
prospective deterioration in building, will 
show a net loss to anybody who shall make 
the investment in these two lots as a sep- 
arate venture. The improvement can only 
be profitable when it is taken in connection 
with the improvement of the three remhin- 
ing lots. On any other basis it will bé a 
financial failure. 

“We aek only that The Tribune company 
shall be considered as if it were any other 
responsible party applying for a lease of 
these two ‘inside’ lots with an agreement 
to improve them fully within a short period. 
We believe the board would be justified in 
making the lease under these terms to any 
other person who had the right to ask for it, 
and it would be no less justified in public 
opinion in making such a lease to The 
Tribune company.

MARKHAM REFUSES A STAR. 


At last Monday night’s meeting of the City 
Council City Clerk Loeffler had an order 
in his pocket for a special election in the 
Sixteenth Ward to choose an Alderman in 
place of Henry Ludolph, who was recently 
killed. The date was fixed at Dec. 16, the 
earliest possible time under the law, which 
requires thirty days’ notice, and the order 
would have been put in had it not been that, 
at the last moment, Alderman Powers de- 
cided otherwise. 

What caused the change of mind is en- 
tirely a matter of conjecture, but the affair 
is of importance, as bearing on the introduc- 
tion of street car extension ordinances or 
other similar legislation in the Council in 
the near future. 

It has been the general tnderstanding 
ever since Alderman Ludolph’s death that 
his successor would be chosen at the general 
city election next spring, unless an em- 
ergency should arise. That emergency, it 
was suggested, would be the passage of 
some ordinance which would need every vote 
which could be mustered to get it over the 
Mayor's veto; in which case a special elec- 
tion would be called in order to recruit “ ghe 
gang” to its full fighting strength. Hence 
the interpretation generally put on Mon- 
day night's action: is that the order was 
prepared with the idea that some such 
emergency was at hand and then postponed 
because later information showed the ex- 
pected ordinances were not to be introduced.

Kunz expects to be the Democratic nominee.

SCANDAL OF THE TELEGRAPHS. 


Britons Finding Fault with the Delay 7 
in Transmission by Postoffice : 
Department. 


It really seems to us, says the Newcastle 
(Eng.) Chronicle,fhe postofiice authorities de- 
serve to be complimented on having reached 
perfection in the art of one 
branch of the business with which the nation 
has foolishly intrustedthem. The postoffice 
has carried its mismanagement to such a 
pitch of perfection as to deprive the very 
word “ telegraphy " of a portion of its sig- 
nification. Writing in 18982, Mr. Preece, the 
chief engineer of the telegraph department, 
explained that while “‘ telegraph” was “a 
general name for any means of conveying 
intelligence other than by voice or by the 
transmission of written messages,” ‘* the 
idea of speed is generally misunderstood.” 
The idea, thanks to the postoffice, is now 
excluded. What is now connoted by “ teleg- 
raphy ” is delay, vexation, loss, and chaos. 

The London Daily Mail, commenting on 
the failure of the telegraph service, says: 
The abnormal delay in the telegraph depart- 
ment. of the postoffice continues. On Tues- 
day all previous records in this respect were 
beaten. The central gallery presented the 
appearance of a decorated chamber in honor 
of some festive occasion, so numerous were 
the slips drawn from the Wheatstone in- 
struments, placed With methodical accuracy

Mystic Features- Not Based on Fact. 


Two things about Mr. Crawford's lecture 
were particularly interesting. First of all 
it is pleasant to hear from his own lips that 
the mystic part of the story was not founded 
upon fact at all; indeed, it occurred to him 
at the time ot writing chiefly because there 
was much talk of Mme. Blavatsky and hcr 
doctrines in New York. The confession is 
a cheering one, because it may serve to con- 
vince many people of their error who based 
their belief in the occult world mainly upon 
such books as Mr. Isaacs. 

In the second place it was rather inter- 
esting to hear Mr. Crawford’s account of the 
mango trick, and other similar feats of 
magic wrought by conjurers in India. Every 
one in America has heard of these wonder- 
ful tricks, and various explanations have 
been offered. It was Mr. Crawford who 
first started the theory that the Indian con- 
jurer doesn’t really make a tree grow, or 
seem to grow, but that he merely hypnotizes 
his audience into believing that they seea 
mango tree. That is why no one who has 
examined the tree thus produced in the im- 
agination is never able to say what finally 
happened to it. 


Suggestion Is Ingenious. 


The suggestion of hypnotic influence is 
ingenious, but unfortunately it does not in 
any way account for the fact that the tree is 
never more than two feet high. If these con- 
jurers really hypnotize their audiences, why 
do they not make them see a fair-sized 
mango tree while they are about it? 

Again, Mr. Crawford's defense of the love 
affair of Mr. Isaacs is not quite satisfac- 
tory, because, although Jacobs actually did 
in real life become engaged to an English 
girl, and as a matter of fact the present 
Maharajah of Patiala has an English wife, 
the fault in the story lies in recognizing such 
an alliance as a thing to be desired.

The Daily Mail is among those who have 
suffered inconvenience and annoyance. A 
glaring instance occurred on Monday even- 
ing, when the new comic opera by Mr. James 
Glover and Mr. Arthur Sturgess was pro- 
duced at the Grand Theater, Birmingham. 
The dramatic critic of the Daily Mail made 
a special journey to the Midland city to fur- 
nish a description of the performance and 
to record the verdict of the audience on the 
new production. He faithfully discharged 
his mission, and the fact that there was no 
mention of the. piece in Tuesday’s issue is 
unreservedly due to the unaccountable de- 
lay on the part of the telegraph office. An 
hour and fifty-five minutes elapsed between 
the time the message was handed in at Bir- 
mingham and the time ft reached the Daily 
Mail office in Carmelite street. It was coded 
as being received at the Birmingham office 
at 11:47 p. m. It reached St. Martin’s, ac- 
cording to the code time on the message, at 
1:02 a. m., and it arrived at our office ex- 
actly forty minutes afterwards. 

As no apology was forthcoming from the 
telegraph officials for such an astounding 
performance, an explanation was sought. 
A representative of the Daily Mail called at 
the central office on Tuesday and saw Mr. 
Nops, the superintendent of the department 
in which press messages are dealt with. He 
explained the facts to that gentleman: he 
produced the useless flimsies; he pointed out 
the absolute loss which had been incurred . 
in consequence of the delay in sending a rep- 
resentative specially to Birmingham; and 
he invited Mr. Nops to be good enough to 
give some explanation that might serve as 
a solatium for the annoyance which had 
been caused. Mr. Nops examined the fllm- 
sies carefully, took a note of the fact that 
the code times were accurately stated, and 
admitted that there had been serious delay, 
but without investigating the matter thor- 
oughly he could not ‘offer any more satis- 
factory explanation. Then an idea struck 
him. Perhaps the dramatic critic of the 
Daily Mail had sent the same message to 
other papers. He was assured that such 
was not the case. Perhaps, ventured Mr. 
Nops, the critic had handed the message in 
at a branch office, and it had had to be 
transmitted. It was pointed out that unless 
Birmingham was different from other large 
towns, branch offices were not kept open, in 
the ordinary course of business, until 11:45 
in the evening. Mr. Nops acquiesced, and 
then went on to explain that at this time of 
the year there was a great rush of tele- 
grams. The representative ventured 
think that this was hardly possible just be- 
fore midnight; and then Mr. Nops, poor man, 
pointed out that it might have been that, 
owing to the lateness of the hour, the staff 
at Birmingham had been reduced, and that 
that was accountable for the delay.

“It is generally understood that Russia 
had large stocks of wheat left over from 
the crops of the preceding year, and this 
fact, coupled with the good prices which 
have prevailed, may account for the large 
exports which have taken place, even 
though the crop failure in large parts of 
Russia has been extremely serious.” 

The review says the estimates of the Rus- 


sian crop are so uncertain that their repro- 


duction would be of doubtful utility. 

The preliminary official figures for France 
show a reduction of 26 per cent below 1896 
and 17 per cent below the average for ten 
years. As for five years France and Russia 
produced 26 per cent of the world’s crop, the 
review says a heavy si °rtage in both coun- 
tries would, therefore, be sufficient in itself 
to produce a very sensible effect on the 
world’s supply, independent of the short 
crops in Austria-Hungary, the Danubian 
and Balkan countries, and elsewhere, and 
the shortness of the last crop in India, 
Australia, and Argentina. 

In Germany rye, which is the principal 
bread grain in that country, has been of- 
ficially estimated at 4 per cent less than last 
year’s crop. The various estimates for Aus- 
tria-Hungary are more or less conflicting, 
but there is no doubt as to there being a 
heavy deficit in the wheat crop. 


Extent of European Stocks. 

The wheat crop of the United Kingdom is 
estimated at 50,000,000 bushels. The pre- 
liminary estimate of the Italian wheat crop 
makes it 85,131,000 bushels, against 144,722,- 
700 bushels last year. The Roumanian 


wheat crop is estimated at 87,134,720 bushels.

ESTATE AMOUNTS TO $150,000 


Physicians Gave Strychnine to Keep 
Their Patient Alive. 


SOME DOUBT ABOUT NEXT MOVE. 


The body of John B. Ketcham will be 
buried in Toledo instead of at Forest Home, 
‘as his wife desired, and in return for her 
surrender of the body to his relatives Mrs. 
Mabel Ketcham has exacted an ironclad 
promise from George R. Ketcham, her hus- 
band’s brother, that there will be no investi- 
,gation by experts of the brain or other parts 


of the body in the effort to establish an in- 
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sanity basis for breaking of the will. The 
‘promise was given in the presence of Mrs. 
-Ketcham’'s lawyer, Dethlef C. Hansen, yes- 
terday morning, and before it was made 
Mr. Ketcham was told flatly that he must 
“make it or the body would be buried in For- 
est Home Cemetery. 
Mrs. Ketcham had her marriage certificate 
‘brought from a down-town safe deposit box 
and exhibited to Mr. Ketcham to prove that 
she had a right to keep the body. It is said 
that Mrs. Ketcham will receive the estate 
without interference from her husband’s 
relatives. It is now believed that the estate 
will not aggregate $150,000, and as most of 
‘this is personal property Mrs. Ketcham 
would receive practically all of it even if 
the will were broken. According to Attor- 
ney Hansen, what there is left of Ketcham’s 
reputed million is not worth fighting over. 
_It Is expected that the will will be probated 
on or before Friday. 


Physicians Administered Strychnine. 


_ Ketcham’s physicians yesterday said they 
were forced to administer strychnine to 
him occasionally to keep him alive, and the 
chemical test being made of the stomach 
by Dr. B. P. Noel, Coroner’s physician, is 
expected to show traces of the drug. Dr. 
Deveny, who prescribed it, informed the 
Coroner yesterday that he had refrained 
from prescribing arsenic to forestall any 
ble talk, and that the prescription con- 
ining strychnine was on file at a drug 
store and could be had when it was wanted. 
The Coroner’s inquest, which was begun 
yesterday, was adjourned till Friday to 
@wait the examination of the viscera. Only 
George R. Ketcham and the widow were 
examined in addition to the physicians who 
had attended Ketcham up to the time of 
his death. One of these, Dr. Deveny, had 
treated Ketcham before he went to the 
Indiana avenue house, and the other, Dr. 
Kiernan, was called in the day of his death. 
Both declared that death was due to chronic 
alcoholism beyond a doubt, and Coroner 
believes that that will be the finding 
of the jury. 
Ling R. Ketcham left with the body 
for Toledo late yesterday afternoon. Mrs. 
Ketcham refused to allow his representa- 
tives to take the remains from the house 
without a short prayer service, and this 
was permitted. Immediately after the in- 
quest was adjourned the Rev. W. A. Burch 
of the South Park Avenue Methodist Epis- 
copal Church read the burial service over 
the remains, a wreath of white roses was 
laid upon the casket, and, with the excep- 
tion of a detective from the Stanton Ave- 
nue Station, who remained at the house. all 
concerned in the case left Mrs. Ketcham 
alone. Only the brother, Mrs. Ketcham, 
with her cousin, Mrs. Torrey, and a few 
friends from the neighborhood were in the 
house when the service was read.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


ROADS EAST AND WEST COMPLAIN OF 
JOINT TRAFFIC MANAGERS, 


Dissatisfied with Shortsightedness in 
Keeping in Effect 224-Cent Grain 
Rate, Chicago to New York—Means 
Loss of Business—Demoralization in 
St. Louis—Chesapeake and Ohio and 
the Newport News Situation—South- 
ern California Preferred Stock. 


Much dissatisfaction is expressed both in 
Eastern and Western railroad circles over 
the shortsightedness of the Joint Traffic 
association managers in keeping in effect 
a rate of 22% cents a hundred pounds on all 
kinds of grain from Chicago to New York. 
This rate is generally considered to be pro- 
hibitive and upon the close of lake naviga- 
tion, which is near at hand, will prevent 
Western export grain from being shipped 
via Chicago. 

So long as this rate is kept in effect main- 
tenance of tariff rates is out of all question. 
There is scarcely a road running east from 
Chicago which is not now cutting tates 
both on grain and provisions, and yet they 
get little business. 

Word was received from St. Louis, yester- 
day that grain rates from that city to the 
Bast are again completely demoralized. A 
rate of from 15 to 20 cents a hundred pounds, 
it is asserted, is made on corn from that city 
to Newport News and Baltimore. The New 
York lines are not able to meet his rate and 
in consequence little grain is being shipped 
to New York. 

The Board of Control (Presidents) of the 
Joint Traffic association is again in session 
in New York trying to devise means where- 
by the existing demoralization can be 
stopped... It is expected the Presidents will 
again pledge their word of honor to maintain 
rates. They do not seem to comprehend the 
necessity of rates low enough to meet the 
Gulf competition. The same conditions that 
exist now existed a year ago and after hav- 
ing pledged their honor about a dozen iimes 
to maintain the high rates then in effect 
without effecting any change in the situa- 
tion the Board of Presidents ordered a re- 
duction in the rates on corn to 15 cents a 
hundred pounds. Even that rate was not 
firmly maintained, but the diversion of the 
grain to the Gulf ports was checked and the 
Atlantic seaports secured considerable of 
the business. 

Unless the managers of the Joint Traffic 
association heed the lesson they received a 
year ago rates will be cut, because no traffic 
can be secured at the present tariff rates 
by the east-bound roads from Chicago, St. 
Louis, or other Western junction points. 

Newport News is the only Eastern sea- 
port that can in any way compete with the 
Gulf roads. The Chesapeake and Ohio road, 
which runs to Newport News, though a 
member of the Joint Traffic association, can 
make rates on export grain which the asso- 
ciation is unable to control. That road con- 
trols the steamship lines between Newport 
News and European ports and by merging 
the railroad rates with the ocean rates no 
one can tell what proportions of the through 
rate go to the railroad or the steamships. 

The fleet of the Chesapeake and Ohio is 
to be considerably increased by the addition 
of new steamers. The first of these, the 
Rapidan, 11,000 tons dead weight capacity, 
will arrive at Newport News early in De- 
cember and continue regularly in the serv- 
ice. The Chesapeake and Ohio road has also 
arranged for a regular fleet of steamers be- 
tween Newport News and Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, through the medium of chartered 
steamers, to take care of the export and im- 
port traffic between those ports. 

These steamers must be fed, and to get 
the business they require the Chesapeake 
and Ohio is compelled to make as low rates 
proportionally to Newport News as the Gulf 
roads make to New. Orleans, Galveston, and 
Port Arthur. 

New York, Nov. 16.—The Board of Control 
of the Joint Traffic association was in ses- 
sion here today. Among the subjects to be 
discussed was that of passenger and freight 
rates east and west bound, which have been 
in a chaotic condition for some time. Other 
things to be considered are the relations of 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific roads 
to the Joint Traffic association, and the mat- 
ter of excess fares charged on fast trains 
between the seaboard and Mississippi Valley 
cities. 

President Depew of the New York Central 
railroad presided. Other prominent railroad 
men present were: President Ledyard of 
the Michigan Central, President Callaway 
of the Lake Shore, President E. B. Thomas 
of the Erie, President and Receiver J. K. 
Cowen of the Baltimore and Ohio, President 
Bacon of the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
ern, Vice President Hayden of the New York 
Central, Freight Manager Joyce of the 
Pennsylvania, Traffic Manager Hyeman of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
General Traffic Manager Reeve of the Grand 
Trunk, Receiver Oscar Murray’of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, C. S. White of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, and General Manager Hug- 
hart of the Grand Rapids and lowa. 

Chairman Depew called the meeting to 
order shortly after 11 o'clock, at the con- 
clusion of conferences on the part of some 
of the Presidents. The report of the Special 
Pass Agreement committee was presented, 
and showed their failure to agree upon ary 
final plan for the restriction of the pass list. 
The committee acknowledged that the only 
way to stop pass abuses was the absolute 
cutting off of that privilege, but it was sug- 
gested that the compantes continue on the 
same lines as provided by the old trunk 
line pass agreement, which required all ap- 

@eations to be indorsed by the chief of- 
ficials of the roads. It was decided to con- 
tinue the committee, and the pass question 
was referred back to it for future considera- 

on and report. 

4 Trunk via Commissioner Goddard, on be- 
half of the West-bound Conference com- 
mittee, reported that the west-bound rate 
situation had materially improved by rea- 
son of the committee’s labor in that direc- 
tion, and that committee was also con- 
tinued. 

The chairman of the East-Bound commit- 
tee reported a more uniform observance of 
the established rates from St. Louis since 
the last meeting, and it was believed that a 
further meeting of that committee would 
improve the situation. The resignation of 
Garret A. Hobart as one of the arbitrators 
of the association, to take effect upon the 
appointment of his successor, was present- 
ed, and action thereon would be deferred 

until the next meeting. 

The subject of the relations of the lake 
lines to the parallel rail carriers was pre- 
sented with a view to the better understand- 
ing of this subject prior to the opening of 
navigation in 1898, and a committee of five 
was appointed to give consideration thereon 
and report at the next meeting. 

The question of east-bound rates from 
Chicago and adjacent junctions was referred 
to a committee of Chicago Presidents.
